the while ſeems to nod,and ſit an unconcerned $ pettator 
of the Ravage that"s made in the World ; then there's 
no little danger, left even thoſe who are truly, though 
weakly religious and virtuous, ſhould yet be hurried 
away in the ſtream of ſour and melancholy Thoughts 5 
be rempted to. think with the Royal Prophet, that all 
things were carried czco impetu , that they bave 
cleanſed their Heart in vain ; and be almoſt ready 
with him, to condemn the Generation of the righteous. 

"Tis a queſtion whether ever any Age in the World 
gave more advantage and. colour for theſe kind of 


Thoughts than this laſt, wherein we have had the ſad 


experience of Debauchery and Villany rampant and 
triumphant , and to all appearance, moſt proſperous 
and bappy 5 wherein *twas much more dangerous either 
ro be diſt 1nguiſhingly vertuous,or to forſake Villany,thar 
fo continue in one, and laugh at tother , when fo ma- 
ny of the Flower of our Nobility and Gentry,” either 
loſt their Lives or Eſtates, or Liberties, or Country 5 
whilſt a Crew of Paraſites triumphed and flattered in 
their Ruins. To ſee aRuſlel die meanly and ignobly 
in the Flower of his Age ;, an Eſſex or a Godfrey 
ſacrificed to the inſatiable ambition and revenge of their 
Enemies, who yet not content with their Lives, wonld 
like the Italian, ſtab on after Death; and tho? they 
could not reach their Souls, endeavour to. dainn their 
Memories. Theſe, and too many other ſuch. melancholy 
Tnſt atices would be ready to make « ſhort ſighted Man 
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The IntroduQion: 
exclaim with Hercules in the Tragaedian, That Vere 
rue is but an empty Name, or at leaſt could only ſerve 
20 make its Owners more ſeaſibly unhappy. :

thrown upon *em by the. ungenerous Malice of their 
- Enemies; when the very attempt to clear their Re- 
putation has been made almoſt Capital, and involved 
thoſe who had courage enough to attempt it in little leſs 
miſchief than what they themſelves endured : That 
ever theſe Pheenixes ſhould riſe again, and flouriſh in 
their Aſhes ! That ſo many great Pens ſhould already 
bave done ſome of *'em TFuſtice , and the World as 
much to all the reſt ! And with how much more Toy, 
of "twere poſſible, would thoſe Heroes have received 
#heir Crowns, could they have forefeen their Deaths

But ſinee we bave yet no form'd Hiſtory of all thoſe 
who have ſuffer*d under the Cruelty and Injuſtice , not 
#0 uſe ſo harſh a word as Tyranny, of late years ;, fince 
ſuch a deſign may be of no little uſe, both to ſhow what - 
our former Diſcords have coſt us, and to vindicate 
the memories of the Sufferers, as well from the malice 
of their Enemies, ashaſty kindneſs of their Friends - 
and beſides, to leave Poſterity ſo many great Exams 
ples of thoſe who preferr'd their Liberty and Religion 
before all elſe that was dear in the World; and be- 
cauſe they could not live Free, dy'd ſo. For ſuch 
Reaſons as theſe this Work is undertaken, which, if it 
deſerves the acceptance of the Reader , no doubt will 


Z findit ; there being few good Books written which have 


zot been favourably received in the World. 

If any be ſo weak, to objeft , that the Subjetts of 
this Hiſtory are ill match*d, ſome of *em being of one 
Communion, and ſome of another : It might be enough 
ro ſend *emto Fox's Martyrology for an Anſwer ( tho?

There has been formerly ſome Diſcourſe about Town 
of a weak, or malicious Deſign a-foot , to publiſh an 
Hiſtory of Perſecutions, aud charge it on one parti- 
cular Party of Proteſtants : But as ſuch a thing wowd 
be moſt pernicious to the Common Cauſe , ſo God 
knows, if it ſhould go ronnd,, it would be endleſs. 
Thu deſegn is quite contrary, as *tis hoped its effetts 
will he. 'Tis to lay the Fault where it ought to be, 
and maks thoſe Friends, who have been too long im- 

3d upon, almoſt to each others Ruine. 

Others may be offended with the Tule of Martyrs 
and Martyrdom, which ſo often occurs in the follow- 
ng Papers; both becauſe ſome of thoſe concerned were 
accuſed for Plots againſt the Government , and others 
were 1n attual Arms. But *tis poſſible for a Perſon 
at the ſame time to be a Church and State Martyr. 
Naboth's accuſation was for ſpeaking blaſphemons 
Words againſt God and the King. The Apoſtles of 
our Saviour, and the Chriſtians afterwards, were ac- 
cufed as thoſe who turned the World upſide down, and 
Enemies of the Empire, Theſe Anfmers, "tis owwd, 
may be accomodated to any Party,being general things ;, 
but in the Body of the Diſcourſe we hope to fix *em,and 
to prove in particular of the Perſons mention'd, that 
ebey deſerv'd that great Name, both on account of 
the Cauſe, and their dying ſo unjuſtly , many ways, 
from the Perjury of their Accuſers, or the Inequality 
of their Fudges, or corruption of Furies; and that 
really becauſe they would not yield themſelves, but made 
a vigorous oppoſution againſt Popery and Slavery. 
For the Weſtern Martyrs, we intend a diſtinft account 
of *em at the beginning of thoſe Tranſattions. 

One thing more that may choak, ſuch as have a mind 
to quarret, us the particalar faults, and in ſont , or

at leaft one Inflance, vicious habits, and ill Life of 
thoſe whom we give that high Charatter. But if litn 
tle Failures, if Heats and Weakpefſes were any Yale 
ble Objettion againſt the Worth cr Honeſty of a Per 
ſon, *rwould be impoſſible to make any tolerable defence 
even for many of thoſe great Men, - who were the hap+ 
gy Inſtruments of our Reformation : Tho ut pu 4 ſeems 
au excuſe dull and common, yet there*s noue who does 
76 find it neceſſary on big own account ; That allow- 
ances are to.he made for the beſs of Men. Cranmer. 
aud the reſt of our KReformers, as the Learned Dr. 
Burnet obſerves in his Letter to Mr, Thevenot : The? 
we piouſly believe em Saints and Martyrs, yet never 
pretended to be infallible: They were Men, and ſo were 
_ theſe, tho? they ſuffer? d for the ſame Cauſes, and al- 
moſt ju the ſame manner. For fuch as liv'd ill, if 
there 1s more than one inſtance, this certainly will be 
ſufficient, that they dy*d well, and gave all the tokens 
of a hearty repentance for their not having liv'd up ta 
ſo good a Profeſſion. 

Let us then do*em Juſtice now they are dead, wha 
fo nobly defended the C auſe of our holy Religion while 
they were living, and at laſt ſo freely and joyfully 
at their Death, ſeaPd it with their deareſs Blood. 
If in any accounts met with here, ſome Perſons ſhow'd 
find ſome particular Words or Phraſes not ſo uſual 
with *em, let *em not be ſo weak or unjuſt to condemn 
them as Cant or Nonſenſe. What reaſon 1s there why 
every Man fhould not expreſs himſelf in that way 
which likes him beſt, and with which he has been more 
acquainted ? And what matters it, if I'm diſcours'd

neſs of the Afſaflination ſhould be believed, and 
notbing like a real one actually performed,to gain 
Credit to a feigned one only pretended ; For whar 
could be 2 greater Argument that there was fore 
black wickedneſs at the bottom, fome fin, 
extraordinary ſtain, like the Murder of Prinees; 
bearing too hard on his Conſcience, could poſlibly 
induce ſo great a may to ſo unchriftian an attempt 
on his own Perſon? Hence they might, and no 
doubt did argue -—— Hence the very rabble may 
eaſily reaſon — Certainly there was more iv it 
than only juft conſultations, and neceſſary mea- 
fares taken for the publick Safety by the Peegs of 
the Realm — by the King and Kingdoms heft 
Friends, to deliver his Majeſty from thoſe Fami- 
lars: that haunted him. There was more ns 
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this,” and this Lord was conſcious of it, or elſe 
certainly he had never afted what he has. Now 
this would effeftually excite that averſion which 
muſt neceſſarily follow from all honeſt men to a 
Party who could be guilty of ſuch horrid deſigns.

"Fhere was a Gentleman kilPd, which contribu- 
ted very much towards the credit of that Plot,tho 
inanother way. Here muſt be one to undergo the

as another. 

Theſe Preliminaries being cleared, twill be 
now time to come to the Perſon of this Noble 
_ Lord, his Family, and former manner of Life.

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88 A New MWartyrology : Or, 
Rumbold's Death before recited, clears himſelf, and 
Walcot, and ſhewsus what Weſt is. In another place 
he affirms— That Walcor told him Ferguſon had the 
chief management of the intended Aſſaſſination, 
Rumbold's hard name, as has been ſaid already, 
Ferguſon's Ill Name, and the abſence of 'em both, 
brought *em in all probability into the buſineſs ; 
- and Walcot's being paſt anſwering for himſelf or 
them, made it very adviſable to charge ſo much 
on him. Son the ſame nature Ferguſon was the 
Author of that Expreſſion Walcor had from Weſt, 
——Ferguſon qndertook for the Duke of Monmouth, 
- ——-Ferguſox. propoſed to ſee for an opportunity 

between. Windſor and Hampton-CourtTheMen to 
- cummit the Aſſaſſination were all provided by Fer- 
r#ſon, Rumbold, &c. And I remember another of 
em,or he himſelf talks of fifty men engag*d for the 
very Action. Now as meer Good Nature, and the 
Love I have to. my Countrymen will never ſuffer 
me to believe there could be ſo many Engliſhmen 
found, and Proteſtants too, who would conſent to 
kill their King ; never any one having acknow- | 
ledged ſuch adeſfign beſides poor Hore,who was ſo | 
ſtupid, hs conid not give one ſenſible. Anſwer to 
what Cartwright ask*d him at his Death : So plain 
Teſtimony, and Dint of Fa&t and Reaſon, forces 
me to concluds theſe Perſons here charged wete | 
not guilty. See what Rouſe ſays. of it—— He was 
told, they. did not intend: to ſpill ſo much as one 
drop of blood, But moſt particularly Holloway, | 
e could nor percieve Ferguſon knew any thing of 
_ the New-Aarket deſign, . but Rumſey and Weſt were 
deep in't.]. Again, [| Holloway ask*'d Weſt who was 
to. act the Aſlaſlination ? To which ke could =

but a ſlender Anſwer, and could, or would name 
but Two Men, Rumbold and his Brother, _ Juſt ſuch 
probable ftuff as Colledges ſeizing the King by 
himſelf at Oxford, [So that (he goes on.) we found 
they had but few Men, if more than two, and no 
Horſes, only a parcel of Arms he ſhew'd at a Gun- 
ſmith's]. And lower, at another time, [We only 
named Rumſey and Rich. Goodenough as concerned 
in the Aſſaſhination——Weſt again propoſed the 
Aſſaſſination, but noze ſeconded him——Rumſey 
was for the old Strain of killing the King, 
to which zo: one conſented —He could nevyer find a- 
bove five concerned in it—He heard Walcor ſpeak 
againſt it _/ knew Ferguſon to be againſt any ſuch 
Deſign. | 

Upon the whole, the World is left to its Li- 
berty to believe, at leaſt Three Dying Mens Aſ- 
ſeverations, againſt thoſe who ſo plainly ſwore 
others Necks into the Halter, to get their own 
out, that Weſt himſelf is not aſhamed to own in 
his forementioned Anſwer, That he was ſtill ig 
_ danger of Death, though not ſo eminent as it 
had been ; not, at the apparent point of Death. 
And at the cloſe of this Paper —If it ſhall pleaſe 
the King to ſpare my Life for my Confeſſion, it 
is agreat happineſs, &c. which part of his Evi- 
dence every body will eaſily believe, 

From all which, here lies a fair Syppoſition of 
the Ianocency of this Captain, and others, of what 
they were Accus'd, found Guilty, Sentenc'd, and 
Dy*d for ; it being on Weſt's Evidence, and ſuch 
as his, that he and others were Arraign'd and 
Condemn'd ; the Captains Defence being much 
. the ſame with what he ſays in his Speech.

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With him was try*d. Rouſe, who was. charg'd 
with ſuch a. parcel of mad Romance as- was {carce 
ever heatd of; and one wou'd wonder how Per- 
jury and Malice, which yſe to be ſober fins, cond 


"even be ſo extravagant as to hit on't. He 


was to ſeize the Tower , pay the Rabble, 
wncaſe the Aldermen, to be Pay-maſter and 
Flea-maſter General, and a great deal more to the 
faire Tune. In his Defence he ſays no great 
Matter, but yet what looks a thouſand times 
more like Truth than his Accufation ; That the 
Tower Buſineſs was only diſcourſe of the feaſable- 
neſs of the thing, (as Ruſſels about the Guards ) 
but without the leaſt intent of bringing ut to ation ; 
That all he was concerid in- any real Deſign, he had 
from Lea, and was getting more out of him, with an 
intention to make a Diſcovery. But. it ſeems Lea got 
the whip-hand of him ; they were both ata kind 
of Haltar-Combat ; Rows”s foot ſupt 3 and Les 
turn'd him. over, and fſay'd his own Neck. 

Home was accuſed, and owns himſelf Guilty of 
a Deſign to Kill the King and the Duke of York , 
or one, or neither, for *tis impoſſible to make 
any Senſe of him. When they came to ſuffer , 
Walcot read a, Paper, 'in which was a good ratio- 
nal Confeſſion of his Faith; Then comes to the 
Occaſion of his Death, for which, he ſays, he nei- 
ther blames the Judges , Fury, nor Council, but only 
fome men, that in reality were dteper cencern'd than 
be, who combin'd together to ſwear him out of his Life 
to ſave their own, and that they might do it effetually, 
contri 'd an untruth, &c, He forgives the World and 
tbe Witneſſes : Gives his Friends advice to be more 
prudent thar he had been, prays that his may be 7 
laſt 
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laſt Blood ſpilt on that account ; wiſhes the King wou'd 
be merciful to others; ſays he knew nothing of Ireland, 
and concludes, with praying God to have mercy upon 
him. He had then ſome Diſcourſe with Cartwright 
wherein he tells him, That he was not for contriving 
the Death of the King, nor to have had a Hand in't : 
and being urg'd with ſome Matters of Controver- 
fie, tells him, He did not come thither to diſpute about 
Religion, but to dye Religiouſly. 

The next was Horne; But tho* dying be a ſeri- 
ous Buſineſs , yet cis almoſt impoſſible to read 
his Diſcourſe with the Dear, without as violent 
temptations to laughter as Compaſſion. Never 
was ſo exaCt an Imitation of the Scene of the 
Fiſherman and Kings in the Rehearſal, when he tells 
*m Prince Pretty-man kill d Prince Pretty-man, 
One wou'd think him very near in the ſame Caſe 
with Bateman, who came after him. His Replies 
are ſo incongruous , that there's hardly either 
Senſe or Engliſh to be made out of 'em. But the 
poor Fellow talks of Szares and Circumſtances , 
and no body knows what, and ſays in pne Line , 
He was to meet the King and Duke of York, but he 
did not know when, where, nor for what : In the 
next,he was for killing the King,and ſaving the Dukez 
and when askt the Reaſon, anſwers, the only ſen- 
ſible thing he ſaid all through, That he kyew no Rea- 
ſon,that he did not know what to ſayto't, And when 
the Dean charges him with the Afurderows Deſign, 
—T hat he knew, a little of it as any poor filly man in 
the World, .. | 

Rouſe comes next , gives an Account of his 
Faith, profeſſing to dye of the Church of England, 


tells his former Employment and manner ot Liſe 
G 4, 4C 
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acknowledges he heard of Clubs and Deſigns, but 
was never at 'em, and a perfect Stranger to any 
thing of that Nature. Gives a Relation of what | 

_ "paſt between him and his Majeſty on his Appre- | 
henſion. Talks ſomewhat of Sir Thomas Player , 
the Earl of Shaftsbury, and accommodating the 
King's Son, as he calls 1t, tho' not while the King 
reign'd. - Then falls upon Lea, and the Diſcqurſe 
they had together, who, as he ſays, ſwore againſt 
him on the Trial thoſe very words he himſelf 
had uſed in preſſing him to undertake the Deſign. 
Speaks of a Silver Ball which he propoſed to be 
thrown up on Black- Heath, and after ſome Dil- 
courſe with the Ordinary , gives the Spectators 
ſome good Counſel. Then they all three ſingly 
prayed ; and then the Sentence was Executed up- 
on 'em. |

He next Y/i&im to Popiſh Cruelty and Malice, 
, L was, Colonel Algernon Sidney, of the ancient 
and noble Name and Family of the S;dneys, deſer- 
vedly famous to the utmoſt bounds of Europe;who,- 
as the ingenious Mr. Hawles obſerves, was meer- 
ly talks to death, under the notion of a Common- 
wealths Man,and found Guilty by a Jyry who were 
not much more proper Judges of the Caſe, than 
they wou'd have been had he writ in Greek or A- 


-rabick, He was arraign'd for a Branch of this Plot 
at 
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at Weſt minfter the 17th'of Novemb. 1683. where, 
tho? it cannot be ſaid the Grand Jury kzew not what 
they did, when they found the Bill againft' him, 
ſince no doubt they were well i»ffra#cd what to 
do; yetit.muſt, that they found it almoſt before 
they knew what *rwas, being ſo well reſolv'd<on 
the Caſe, and agreed on' their Verdict, that had 


| he been Indited for breaking up an Houſe, or 
| robbing on the High-way, 'twas doom'd to have 


been Bula vera, as much as 'twas now.- For tho 
the Indictment was never preſented to 'em before 
they came into the Hall , yet they immediately

In which were thoſe heinous, treaſonable Expreſli-

&c.] And, Examples of evil Kings and Tyrants , 
whom ſometimes a Popular Fury had deſtroy'd ; 
at others , the Ordizes Regni either reduc'd, or ſer 
them aſide, when their Government was a Curſe 
inſtead of a Bleſſing to their People. Well, what 
Treaſon to be found in all this, and a, great deal 
more ? Nothing but a Jeſuits enchanted Teleſcope 
cou'd have found any in it. If there were ..any 
Mift akes, . as he ſays in his Speech, they ought ta 
have been confuted by Law , Reaſon, and Scrip- 
ture, not Scaftolds and Axes. Firſt, * Twas not 
proved to be his Writing, nor did he confeſs it 
Treaſon and Life are critical things : one ought to 
be as fairly prov'd, as #'2ther to be cautiouſly pro- 
ceeded againſt. Tho' he might write it, he had 
the Liberty of an Exgliſh man, not to accuſe him+ 
felf : the very ſame thing which was afterwards 
put in practice by thoſe Reverend Perſons, who,

really unſupportable. But ſuppoling, they . were 
n0w 5 wicked Principles as they i ( call'd.)

vernours 2 He anſwer'd Filmer for his own ſatifs. 
faction, or rather began to do it, many years be» 
fore the. Makers of this Plot dreamt of that, or 
bringing him intoit,: Kept it private in his own

M* Holloway was by Trade a Merchant ;, but 
his greateſt dealing lay in Linen Adanu- 

| fadture, which, as appears from his Papers, he 
had brought to ſuch a height here in England, as, 
had it met with ſuitable encouragement, would, 
as he made 1t appear, have imployed $0000 poor 
People, and 40000 Acres of Land,and be 200000 
Pounds a year advantage to the Publick Revenues 
of the Kingdom. The Return of the Habeas Cor- 
pxs Writ calls him, [Late of London, Merchant } 
though he lived moſtly at Briſtol. He ſeems to 
bea-Perſon of Senſe, Courage, and Viyacity of 
A | Spirit, 


nnd 
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Spirit, and a Man of Buſineſs. — All we can have 
of him is from that public Print, called his Narraz 
concerning which it muſt be remembred, as be- 
fore, that we have no very firm Authority to aſ- 
ſure us all therein contained was his own writing ; 
and perhaps. it might be thought convenient he 
ſhould die, for fear he might contradict ſome 
things publiſhed in his Name. But on the other 
fide, where he contradits the other Witneſſes 
his Evidence 1s ſtrong, ſince be ſure that was 
not the Intereſt of the Managers to invent of 
their own accords ; tho? ſome Truth they might 
utter, tho diſpleaſing, to gain credit to the reſt. 
Taking things however as we find ?em, "twill be 
convenient for. method ſake to take notice firſt of 
the proceedings againſt him, then of ſome pretty 
Plain footſteps of pra#ice upon him, and ſhuffling 
dealing in his Caſe; and laſtly, of ſeveral things 
conſiderable in his Narrative: 

He was accuſed for the Plot, as one who was 
acquainted with Weſt, Rumſey, and the reſt ; and 
having been really preſent argheir meetings, and 
Diſcourſes on that Subject, abſconaged when the 
publick News concerning the Diſcovery came in- 
to the Country ; tho this, as he tells the King, 
more for fear that if he was. taken up, his Cre- 

ditors would never let him come out of Goal, than 
any thing elſe. After ſome time he got to Sea in 
a little Veſſel, went over to France, and ſo to the 
Weſt-Indies, among the Caribbe-Iſlands, where 
much of his Concerns lay : But writing to his Fa- 
tor at Nevrs, he was by him treackerouſly .be- 
tray'd, and ſeiz'd by the Order of Sir Wikiam 
Stapleton, and thence brought Priſoner to Eng- 
po land, 
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| where after Examination, and a Confeſſion of 
gt leaſt all he knew, having been Omtlawed in his 


Abſence on an Indiftment of Treaſon ; he was 


on the 21 of April, 1684, brought to the Kings 
Bench, to ſhew cauſe why Execution ſhould not 


be awarded againſt him, as 1s uſual in that caſe : - 


He oppoſed nothing againſt it, only ſaying, [ If 
an ingenuous Confeſſion of Truth could merit the 
Kings Pardon, he hoped he had done it.) The At- 


| torney being call'd for, order'd the Indiftment to 


be read, and gave him the Offer of a Tryal,wa- 
ving the Owtlawry, which he refuſed, and threw 
himſelf on the Kings Mercy. On which Execu- 
tion was awarded, tho the Attorney, who had not 
ſo much Law even as Jeffreys, was for having 
Judgment firſt paſt againſt him, which 1s never 


done in- ſuch caſes, according to which he was 


executed at Tyburn the 3oth of April, 
' It ſem'd ſtrange to all Men, that a Man of fo 
much Spirit as Mr, Holloway appear*d to be,ſhould 
ſo tamely die without making any manner of De- 
fence,when that Lihgrty was granted him: It ſeem- 
ed as ſtrange, or yeFTtranger, that any Proteſtant 
ſhould have anything that look'd like Mercy or 
Favour from the Perſons then at the Helm,[That 
they ſhould be ſo gracious to him, as 'tis there 
Id, to admit him to a Tryal, which look'd fo 
generouſly, and was ſo cry'd up—the Attorney 
calling it. [A Mercy and a Grace } and the Lord 
Chief Juſtice ſaying, He'd aſſure him *twas a great 
Mercy, and that it was exceeding well. Now all 
this Blind or Myſtery will be eaſily unriddled, by 
two or three Lines which Holloway ſpeaks jult af- 
ter, [My Lord, ſays he, I cannot undert ake to de- 
H " fend 
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fend my ſelf, for I have confeſſed before his Majeſty, || 
that I am guilty of many things in that Indiitment.} | 
Which was immediarely made uſe of as 'twas 
deſign*d—Good Mr. Juſtice Withers crying out 
full mouth'd, [7 hope every body here will take notice 
of his open Confeſſion, when he might try it if he 
would —Surely none but will believe this Conſpiracy 
now, after what this man has owned. ] So there's 
an end of all the Mercy—A Man who had before 
confeſſed in order to be hang®d, had gracious Liberty 
given him to confeſs it again in Publick, becauſe 
they knew he had precinded all manner of De. 
fence before, and this publick Aftion would both 
get 'em the repute of Clemency, and confirm the 
belief of the Plot, Now that there had been 
prattice us'd with him, and promiſes of pardon if 
he'd take this method, and own himſelf guilty 
without Pleading, is more than probable, both 
from other Practices of the ſame Nature uſed to- 
wards Greater Men, and from ſome Expreſſions 
of his which look exceeding fairthat way. Thus 
in his Paper left behind Ur, [ Thad, he ſays, 
 fome otherReaſons why I did not plead, which at 
preſent I conceal, as alſo why T1 did not ſpeak what 1 
intended.) Other Reaſons, beſides his Corfeſſion 
to his Majeſty, and Reaſons to be conceal'd: Now 
what ſhould thoſe be, but Threatnings and Pro- 
miſes, to induce him to filence, and pnblick ac- 
knowledgment of all ?

As for what Sheriff Daniel urges, That what 
he ſays about the King were but Gloſſy Pretences ; 
He anſwers him yery well, That 'twas far other- 
wiſe. Here was plain matter of FaCt : The King- 
dom in eminent danger ; the Fit juſt coming on, 
which has ſince ſo near ſhaken to pieces all the 
frame of Church and State, which has ſo many 
years been riſing to this Compleatneſs : Ordinary 
ways and uſual Remedies could not prevail; theſe 
Proteſtants were forced 'to betake themſelves to

He had a par- 
ticular Honour and Devotion for the Duke of 
Monmouth, and puſht on his Intereſt on all Occa- 
ſions, being a Man of as undaunted Engliſh Con- 
rage, as ever our Country produced. He was 
with the Duke formerly in his Ations in Flanders, 

and ſhar'd there in his Danger and Honour. His 
Acculſation was his being concern'd in the General 
Plot, and that too of Killing the King ; but he 

was indeed hang'd for running away, and troub- 

ling *em to ſend fo far after him. The Particu- 

lars pretended againſt him , were what the Lord 
Howard witneſſed in RuſſePs Trial, [Of his going 

ro kill the King when their firſt deſign fail'd. } But 

this was there only a S»ppoſal, tho*' advanc'd into 

a form*d Accuſation, and aggravated by the At- 
turney, as the Reaſon why he had a Trial de- 
nied him, when Holloway had one offered, both of 

'em being alike Outlawed : On which Ontlawry

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ver hither in Chains, and rob'd by the way into 
the barg brought vp, and askt what 
he had IV ons that Sentence fſhou'd' not. paſs upon 
him, he pleaded = 6th of Edw. 6. wherein *tis 
proyided, [That if a Perſon outlawed render him- 
ſelf in a year after the Outlawry prononnc'd, and tra: 
verſe nw Indiftment, aud ſhalt be acquitted on his 
Trial, he (hall be diſcharged of the Outlawry.J On 
which he accordingly then and there made a for- 
. mal Surrender of hjimfelf to the Lord Chief Ju- 
ſtice, and ask*d the benefit of the Statnte, and a 
fare rjal for his Life, the Year not being yet ex- 
pired, If ever any thing cou'd appear plain to 
common Senſe, *twas his Cafe. The Statute al- 
lows a years time, the year was not out, he ſur- 
render'd himſelf, demands the benefir of it: ; and 
_ all the Anſwer he could get , or Reaſon to the 

contrary, was the poſitive Lord Chief Juſtice's , 
Cle don't think ſo, and we are of another Opinion. 
Nay. cou'd not have ſo much Juſtice as to have 
Counſel allow?d to plead it, tho? the Point ſuffici- 
ently deſery*d it, and here was the Life of an old 
Servant of the King's concernd init.

The Lord Chief Juſtice anſwers, That was only 
the Grace and Mercy of the King, The Atturney 
adds, The King did indulge Holloway ſo far as to 
offer him a T; rial, axd his Majeſty perhaps might have 
ſome Reaſon for it: The very ſelf-ſame ſome Rea- 
fon, no doubt on'c, which Holloway ſays he had for 
not pleading, But Sir Thomas ( the Atturney 
goes on) ſays no favour, becauſe he was one of the 
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- Perſons that attually engaged togo, on the Kings ha- 


fſty coming from Newmarket, and deſtroy hin by the 
way 4s he came to Town ;, and that this appeared upon 
as full and clear Evidence, and as poſitively teſtified * 
as any thing could be, and this in the Evidence groen 
i of the late horrid Conſpiracy. ] Now I'd fain 
know who gives this clear-and full Evidence in the 
Diſcovery of the Conſpiracy. Howard's is meer 
Suppoſition, and he's all who fo much as mentions 
a ſyllable owt that ever cou'd be found on ſearch 
of all the Papers and Trials relating to that Af- 
fair. To this Sir Thomas anſwers in his Speech, 
[That had he come to his Trial, he cou'd have provd 
my Lord Howard's baſe Reflettions on him to be a n0+ 
torious falſhood, there being at leaſt ten Gentlemen , 

beſides all the Servants inthe Houſe,cou'd teſtifie wherg 
he dined that very day. 
Still Sir Thomas demanded the Benefit of the 
Law, and no more : To which Feffreys anfwer'd , 
with one of his uſval barbarous Inſults over the 
Miſerable, [That he ſhowd haue it by the Grace of 
God; ordering, That Execution be done on Friday 
next according to Law. And added, That he ſhowd

deny, and abſolately too ; and ſafely might do it : 


for they conſulted for ir, not conſpired againſt ir, 
reſolving not to touch the King's Perſon ; nay, if 
poſlible, not to ſhed one drop of Blood of any 0- 


* ther, as Holloway and others ſay. For the King's | 


Life, Sir Thomas ſays as the Lord Ruſſel, [Never 
bad any man the impudence to propoſe ſo baſe and bar- 
barous a thing to him.) Ruſlel, and almoſt all be- 
fides, ſay, They had never any deſign againſt the Go- 
vernment. Sir Thomas hete ſays the ſame ; [. As 
be never bad any Deſign againſt the King*s Life, nor 
tbe Life of any man, ſo he never had any Deſign to al- 
rer the Monarchy.)

He vvas a Perſon of as knovvn Prudence as. In- 
tegrity, a good Chriſtian, a compleat Citizen, a 
vvorthy Magiſtrate, and a zealous Church of Eng- 
land man. He was ſo cautious and wiſe, that he vvas 
noted for it all thro? thoſe vyorſt of times,and of- 
ten propos'd as an Example to others of hotter and 
more iprudent 'Tempers ; nor could the leaſt im- 
putation be fix'd on him of hearing, or concealing 
any unlavyyful or dangerous Diſcourſes, any other 
vvays than by plain force of Perjury, being knovvn 
to have ſhun'd ſome Perſons, vvhom he,as vvell as 
Jome other prudent men,ſuſpected to have no good 
Deſigns, and to be induw'd vvith no more hozeſty 
than diſcretion, as it- aftervvards prov'd. But he 
vvas deſign'd to glorifie God by ſuch an End as all 
his care could not avoid, vvhich he ſubmitted to, 
vvith a bravery rarely to met vvith, unleſs among 
thoſe vvho ſuffered for the ſame Cauſe in the ſame 
Age; or their Predeceſſors,Queen Mary's Martyrs.

cution, he refreſht all his Friends, and at once da- 
zled and confounded his moſt bitter _— .

THE next and laſt was Mr, Batemas the Chy- 

L rurgeon, a Man of good Senſe, good Cou- 
rage, and good Company, and a very large apd 
generous Temper, of conſiderable Repute and 
PraCticein his Calling : A great Lover and Vin- 
dicator of the Liberties ofthe City and Kingdom, 
and of more intereſt than molt of ;his Station. He 
was ſwore againſt by Rouſe's Lee, and Richard 
Goodenaugh, upon the old Stories of ſeizing the 
Tower, City, and Savoy. We had had a hetterDe- 
fence, had he himſelf been able to havemade it : 
But being kept cloſe Priſoner in Newggte, he 
Windows and Rooms all dark, and little or no 
Company, he being a free jolly Man, and us'd 
formerly to Converfation and Diverſion, foon 
grew deeply melancholy ; and when he came on 
his Tryal, appeared little leſs than perfedtly di- 
ſtrated ; on,which the Coprt very kindly gave 
his Son libergy.to make this Defence=——The firſt 
Inſtance to be ſure of that Nature; fince he him- 
Felf_ might probably, had he been .in his Senſes, 
have remembred and pleaded many. things,more,

which would have invalidated their Evidence a- 
gainſt him, But had not-the miſtaken .Piety of 
his -Son undertook his Defence, certainly : they _ 
could never have been ſuch Candibats to have try*d 
one in. his. Condition, — Yet conld but-what he

be made a Great Man. 7] Twas urged beſides, that 
there was three Years between the Fact pretended, 
and Lee's Proſecution of him, which, tho they 
had but- one Witneſs could have brought him to 
puniſhment, which would have been judged ſuf- 
ficient by any, but thoſe who would be content 
with nothing but-Blood. For Goodenongh, he was 
but one Witneſs, and pardon'd only fo far, as 
to qualifie him to-do miſchief. However he was 
found Guilty ; and juſt before his Execution,ve- 
ry mnch recovered himſelf, dying as much like a 
Chriſtian, and with as great a preſence of Mind as. 
moſt of the others.

and was whipt at the Carts-Arſe, muſt be a per- 
jur?d Rogue without more ado. Mr. Bedloe was 
dead, and his. Teſtimony - therefore would be 
eaſier forgotten : tho at his laſt Breath after the 
Sacrament,he Solemnly and Juridically confirmed 
every word of it before one of the Judges, who 
was happily in Briſtol at the time of his Death. 

Moſt of the Under-Evidences in the Plot were 
threatned, or promiſed , or brought off from 
what they had witneſs'd, or forc'd to leave the 

Land for the ſecuring their Perſons. None re- 
main now beſides Oats and Dazxgerfield, with 
whom all means poſlible , fair and foul, had been 
uſed, to make 'em turn Villains, and deny their 
Evidence ; but to their eternal Praiſe, they ſtill 
continued firm to their firſt Teſtimony, to the 
Rage and Confuſion of their Enemies. They 
therefore went firſt to work with the Doctor ; 
and "twill be worth the while to conſider the Rea-

ſonable little Fine of a 100000 Pounds, which, 
till he paid, tho there was no great haſte for {his 
doing it, he was committed to the Bench, 
_ Having him thus in Zimbo, they reſolved to 
ſtrike at the rooe with him, and therefore after 
new fruitleſs attempts to make him quit and re- 
'voke his Evidence, they made the laſt Effort on 
his Conſtancy and Honeſty ; and indeed Life it 
_{If,, Indifting him on the 8th and gth of May, 
1685. for Perjury in ſome branches of his Evi- 
dence, given in ſome of it, almoſt Seven Years 
before. His firſt Accufation was, [| For Swearing 
#1 Ireland*s Tryal, be himſelf was here in London, 
whereas *twas pretended he was at that very time at St. 
Omers,] - The Second, That Ireland was at that 
time in Town, when they would have it believed he was 
in Staffordſhire. - 
The Evidence for the firſt were all Zads of Sr. 
Omers, who, though they blunder'd ill-fayourd- 
ly in former Attempts the ſame way , -and 
were accordingly told ſo by the Court in oftter 
Tryals, were novvy grown expert in the buſi- 
neſs, being all of a Religion- that makes Perjury 
meritorious ; all Youths and Boys,and under ſuch 
'a Diſcipline as oblige them to obey their Superi- 
ors, without any reſgve , or queſtioning the 
Reaſon or Juſtice of te thing ; all, or-moſt of 
*m aftErwards, rewarded with Places of Trult 
and Profit under King James, as no doubt promi- 
Kd *ema before for their good Service. Ty all 
| | Wore 
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fore point blank, That Oats was at St. Omers, 
when he ſwares be was here at the Conſult. Not one 
of theſe Witneſſes who had not been bred at Sr. 
Omers, and but one who pretended to be a Prote- 
ſtant. For-the ſecond Indiftment——Of Irelands 
not being in Town in Avugult , as Oats had ſworn 
him * They bronght ſeveral Witneſſes ta 
prove it, and that he was at that time in Sraf- 
fordſhire , moſt, if not all of which were great: 
Papilts, Eh 
In anſwer to which, let's firſt be perſuaded fair- 
ly to conſider what may be ſaid in his Defence, 
and moſt part of his Vindication is over: And - 
firſt —Theſe were moſt, or all of 'em, the ſelf-ſame 
Witneſſes ,, who in the ſucceſſive Tryals, White- 
breads, Harcourts, &c, and Mr. Langhorns, coald 
not find Credit , and who had ſeveral Witneſſes who 
ſwore. point-blank contrary to what they affirmed, ſome 


* of whom were atad before this laſt Tryal, Lets then 


conſider what Defence Oats made for himſelf, 
which in ſpite of his own and Jeffreys paſſion, 
ſeems ſtrenuous and unanſwerable. 

He had in the former Tryals praduced no leſs 
than Eight Perſons who ſware pohitively to his 
being in Town at that very time, when the Jeſuits 
and their Younkers would fo fain bad him been 
out of it, whoſe Names were Mr. Waker, an an- 
cient Miniſter of the Church of England, Sarah 
Tves, Mrs. Mayo, Sir Richard Barker, Mr. Page, 
Mr. Butler, William Smith, and Mr. Clay, a Ro- 
miſh Prieſt , four of which, ayo, Butler, Page, 
and VWalkgr he now produced again at his Tryal ; 
the tyvo firſt of yvhom poſitively ſwore the ſame 
they did befare ; the;Miniſter was too old to re- 
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member, and the laſt too fearful, poſitively to af- 
firm what they had before done. 

As to the 24 Indictment,a Crowd of Witneſſes, 
ſuch as they were, came to teſtifie Ireland was in 
S:affordſbire when Oats ſwore him to be in London, 

To this ſame Objection. he had formerly an- 
ſvver'd, and prov'd by the Oaths of Mr. Bedloe, 
"Sarah Pain, and afterwards, of Mr. Ferniſon, 
That Treland was in Town, when others witneſs he was 
mm the Conntry. But now, at his Tryal, Bedloe and 
Pain being dead, and Ferniſon fled into Holland, 
he was abſolutely incapacitated of making any 
Defence that way ; and ſo was found Guilty of 
both Indictments. | | 

The Judgment againſt him was juſt as merciful 
as could be expected from Papiſts, ating by a 
Feffreys, part of which was, [To be whipt from 
Algate tro Newgate oz Wedneſday,and on the Friday 
following from Newgate to Tyburn, and fand on 
the Pillory five times a year, and be Priſoner during 
Life. } Which he bore with a great deal of 
Strength and Courage; tho had not Providence 
provided him a Body and Soul, made, one would 
think on purpoſe for it , 'twould have kilPd him, 
if he'd had the ſtrength of twenty Men. He had 
in all above two thouſand Laſhes, as ſome that were 
by reckord 'emup— Such a thing as was never 
inflicted by any Jew, Turk,orHeathen, but Jeffreys; 
nay, the merciful Jews thought one leſs than God 
Almighty had appointed ſufficient, and never gave 
but 39at atime ; all St. Parl's 3 times not coming 
near the 3d part of the Doctors. Had they hang?d 
him, they had been merciful ; had they flead him 
alive, tis a queſtion whether it had been ſo much

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| torture; Hovy good and merciful thoſe Perſons 


vyho vvill vindicate this yvorſe than barbarous 
and inhumaneAftion are, let the World and fu- 
ture Ages be Judges ; in the 'mean vyhile vve'll 
ſafely defy all Hiſtory to ſheyy one Parallel of it 
either on Man or Dog, from the Creation of the 
World to the year 1685, 

But there needs no more aggravation of it, 
or urging vyhat 1s plain enough, that the thus 
dealing vvith him, even ſuppoſing his Crime as 
great as they'd have it,vvas yet the higeſt affront 
and indignity even to Humanity it ſelf. ?Tvvill 
beſides this be an unanſvverable Obſervation, — 
That it had been impoſſible for a Man to have held ont ' 
the Second Whipping after the fir{t was over, while 
the Wounds were freſh about him, and every netp ftroke 
more than a double' torment, either to have undergone 
this without Confeſſion, or dropping down Dead with 
extremity of pain, had he not both had truth on his 
fide, and alſo'a more than common ſupport and aſſiſt- 
auce from him who ſaw his Innocency. "This Whip- 
ping of his being the greateſt Confirmation to his 
Evidence that vvas poſſible to be given. 

After his return to Priſon, after all this {]- 
ſage, yet if poſlible, more barbarous, tearing 
oft the Plaiſters from his Wounds, cruſhing him 
vvith Irons, thruſting him into Holes and Dun- 
geons, and endeayouring to render him as infa- 
mous to the Nation, and all the VVorld, as Cain: 
or J«das ;, he bore up againſt all this,and Wore, 


'vvith ſo ſtrange and almoſt miraculous a Pati- 
ence, that during his four years Impriſonment, 


he vyas never once heard to ſigh, or manifeſt any 


impatience under his Condition. * He refuſed all 
I 4 > ps 
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the Offers of the Jeſuits, who even after this 
had the Impudence to propoſe to him his re- 
canting his Evidence. He had fil a ſtong Be- 
lief that he ſhould ſee better times, and get his 
freedom again, which he had in that General 
Goal-delivery, granted all England by the then 
Prince of Orange's Heroick Undertaking. Since 
that he has reſented his Caſe and Petition to the 
Parliament; to the Houſe of Commons, as well 
as the Houſe of Lords : And tho the Hononrable 
Houſe of Lords where offended- at what they 
judged a ſlight of their Juriſdiction in his Ad- 
dreſſing to the Houſe of Commons, while his

Cauſe lay before them, and expteſs'd their reſent- 
ments thereof accordingly; The Commons have 
ſince that taken his Caſe into Conſideration, and, 
as well as four ſucceeding Parliaments before %*em, 
own'd his Cauſe, and cenſur'd the Proceedings 
. of Feffreys againſt him ; and *tis not doubted but 
will appoint him Rewards ſuitable to his Suffer- 
ings and Merit.

Tr Fs Firmneſs and Covrage, even perhaps to a 
Fault, have been viſible through theſe men- 
tioned, and all his other Aftions ſince he appear*d 
on the publick Stage : His Paſſions are lively and 
warm, and he's the worſt made for a Diſſembler, 
an Hypecrite, or a ſecret Villain of any Man in 
the World : Nor have'all his Sufferings much 
ſunk him, tho he be a litle alter'd in this parti- 
cular. He's open and frank, and ſpeaks what-

World, and bearing himſelf juftty enough, on 
his Sefftices to his Countyy, is not carefal to kei 

that Guard which others do, on his Wotds a 

Actions. He has Wit enough , @ pleaſant Hu- 
mour, and ſufficiently divertive to- thoſe he 
knows, and his Learning is far from contempti- 
ble. He has a good Library, is no mean Critick in 
the Greek, and well acquainted with the School. . 
men and Fathers. He's owner of as much Gene- 
roſity as any Man, and as much tenderneſs toany 
in Miſery, ſcorning to ſtrike at thoſe below . 
him ; an example of which very remarkable there 
was in his inhumane Judges Fall, he being almoſt 
the only Perſon who has been heard to pity him; 
tho? one would have thought he ſhould have been 
the laſt. Ina word, as this preſent Age has now 
begun to do him Juſtice, ſo *tis not doubted will

ſon, his Body being ſwoln and black, and full of 
great Blains all over. - The Murderer fled , but 
was purſu'd by the Rabble, who had torn him to 
pieces, had not the Officers reſcu'd him. He de- 
tended. and juſtified the Fatt while in Newgarr, 
ſaying, He had the greateſt Men in the Kingdom 10 
ſtand by bim ; to whom after his Trial, andhefiig 
found Guilty upon clear Evidence , great Apph- 
cations were made, which had -been ſuccesful for 
his Pardon, had not Jeffreys himſelf gone to White- 
hall, and told the King He muſt dye, for the Rabble' 
were now throughly heated. Attempts were 
made to bribe Mr, Dangerfield*s Wife, that fl 
might conſent to' the 'Pardon of her Husbants 
Murderer ; but ſhe too 'well deſerv'd to be related 
to him, to ſell his Blood ; and had an Appeal rea- 
. dy againſt him, had he been pardon'd. So the 
Poor State-Martyr was hang'd, "as Coleman was 
before hitn. Mr. Davgerficld's Body 'was conveyed 
to Waltham- Abby, with ſeveral 'Coaches attending 
It, and there handiomly buried, *Hehas teftone 
Daughter behind him, who, if ſhe lives., will be 
the true Child of her Father.

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"This is plain , that the Proteſtant 'Religion , 
and all our Liberties were then moft emminently 
in danger , publick Leagues being long before 
made between his Britannick-Majeſty and the 
King of France 'for their Extirpation : That He 
who had been voted in Parliament the [main 


| Head of the Popiſh Cauſe, was now {grown the 


Head of the Kingdom ; or indeed the Popiſh 
Deputy here, as he is ſince the King of France's 
in our Neighbouring Iſland ; That for being 'Ye- 
conciled to Rome, he was actually a Traytor;; 
and beſides, of s Religion whoſe Oaths coull 
not be depended upon , as we were then, and 
Jong before to be, and have ſince ſafficiently 
felt and experienced. That on this account, 
he hardly could keep his Contraft, as *twas plain 
he acwally did not, publickly and notforioufly 
violating thoſe Laws he ſwore to maintain,both 
before and after he had done it, by going to 
Maſs himfelf, ſetting up Maſs-houfes, and Eft- 
couraging Popery. As for many Grievances ard 
Oppreſlions, he was then as really Guilty of '&a 
as'ever after, tho* not in ſach large , and *fre-

thoſe very ſame which the Parliarmeat inferfed

before he afually., I theah prublickly, reizntd. 
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- Ina word, the ſecuring the Proteſtant Inte- 
reſt in all Ezrope, that, and their own Liberties 
in England, was the main Cauſe why many, and 
moſt engaged in this Deſign. If theſe were in 
no danger , and not violated, they were Rebels : 
If the ſafety of *em could he expected any other 
way but by the Sword, they were no better. 
Whether things were in that Condition, or no, 
at that time, God and the World muſt be: 
Judges. If it were fo, they were not Rebels : 
If the Caſe was not ſo bad, and the Myſtery of 
Iniquity not ſo far reveal'd, as it has been ſince, 
yet preventive Phylick is neceſſary , eſpecially 
when Death is unavoidable withouz it. If a 
-prudent Man 1s to meet Miſchief ruſhing upon 
him, and not ſtay for't till it overwhelms him, 
and take the ſame Courſe againſt a certain Cor- 
ſequence, as an attual Evil , why then, I think 
"twill be very hard to hang People in one World, 
and darn 'em in another, for having as little a 
Foreſight , and great a Faith as their Neigh- 
bours. 

Others there were who embark't in that ACti- 
on, becauſe they really thought, how much 
miſtaken ſoever they might be, that the Duke of 
Adonmouth was the King's Legitimate Son ; which 
ſuch as had a perſonal Love for him might 
. more eaſily believe. Now, altho* many, who 
engaged on the former account only , did not 
believe this, nor know any thing of his Inten- 
tion of being proclaim'd King, nor approved of 
it when *twas done ; and tho? had he been able 
to make out his Title , or let his Pretenſions a- 
Jone, he had not wanted in all likelyhood, a 
| ſuffi- 
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- ſufficient Aſſiſtance from the Nobility and Gen- 


try, none of whom for thoſe Reaſons coming in 
to him; yet on the other ſide, 'tis hardly doubt- 
ed that theſe men, who thought he had a right, 
were really obliged to follow the Di&tates of 
their Conſcience, tho' miſtaken , and do what- 
ever lay in their power, to the utmoſt Venture 
of their Lives, to fix him on his Father's 
Throne, to which they verily believed he had a 
a proper Right and Title, And theſe men too, 
afting on the ſame Reaſons with the foremen- 
tion'd, for deliverance of their Country, as well 
as defence of him whom they thought their King z 
The earneſt Zeal, and Concern and Love which 
moſt of %?*m manifeſted for the Proteſtant Reli- 
gion, being beſides ſo conſpicuous in their Lives 
and Deaths, I know not how they can , without 
impudence, be branded with the infamous Name 
of Rebels ; nor think *rwill be any Arrogance to 
honour *%em with the juſt, and dear-bought Title 
of Martyrs. 

One thing there 1s very obſervable in moſt, 
if not all of thoſe who laid down their Liyes in 
this Cauſe, both in Ergland and Scotland, that, 
beſides that extraordinary Divine courage and 
chearfulneſs with which they dy?d, they had Ex- 
preſlions plainly boding that great Deliverance 
which Providence has ſince that miraculouſly ac- 
compliſhed for theſe Kingdoms. *Twould be 
endleſs to give almoſt all the innumerable In- 
ſtances of it : Mr. Nelthrop ſays, [God had in his 
wonderful Providence made him and others Inſtru- 
ments, not only in what was already fallen out , but

That tho' they were ſeemingly fixt , and uſmg their 
Power and Palence againſt thoſe they had now got 
muder *em, yet unleſs they could ſecure Jeſus Chriſt, 
and all his holy Angels, they ſhauld yever av 
their Buſineſs, but Vengeance mould be upon *em ere 
they were aware.] Capt. 4ſley , whaſe Speech 
Is as pretty 2 neat thing, as KAY and Chriſti- 
an, and couragious , as perhaps any that ever 
was made by Man in his Condition, after he had 
faid [ He did na repent what he had done , but if 
he had a thouſand Lives, would have engaged *em 
all in the ſame.

F any one would ſce true Pare Popiſh Mercy, let 
*tm look on theſe two Gentlemen, the only 
Sons of their virtuous and ſorrowſul ſurviving Pa- 
rents; the .Comforts, Props, and Hopes of 
their Name and Family, carefully educated, vir- 
tuouſly diſpoſed both of them ; after all repeated 
applications, if but for one of their Lives, bar- 
barouſly executed. A particular Care was taken 
by their Father in their Education, forming their 
Minds by his own Example, and conſtant Inſtru- 
tions and Prayers, as well as other pains. of In- 
genuous Maſters, to the ſtricteſt Rules of Piety 
and Vertue. Nor was their pious and very” ten- 
der Mother leſs careful in that particular. - © 
The Elder, Mr. Benjamin Hewling had Tutors 
in the Mathematicks, and other parts of Philoſo- 
phy ; a courſe of which he went through ſuc- 
ceſsfully enough, and ſo as to render him as com- 
pleat in his Mind, as Nature had forn'd his Bo- 
dy : After which he went to Holland, as his Bro- 
ther Mr. Wiliam Hewling, from whence this laſt 
returned with the Duke : Both of 'em had Com- 
mands in the Army; the Elder had a Troop of 
Horſe, the Younger was a Leiutenant of Foot, 
and diſcharged their Places with much more Con- 
duft and Bravery, than could be expected from 
ſuch young Soldiers , being entirely ſatisfied in 
the C2uſe they fought for, ſince *twas no leſs than 
the Intereſt of all that was dear to %*tm in this 
World or t' other. The Eldeſt had particularly 
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fgnaliz'd himſelf in ſeveral Skirmiſhes, and was 
fent with a Detachment of his own Troop, and 
two more, to. Afn-head im Somterſetſhire to bring 
Canzon to the frmy, at the very inſtant the Duke 
engaged the Kings Forces at fatal Sedgmore ; and 
'came notup till afrer the Field was entirely loſt ; 
to whoſe abſence, with ſo conſiderable a Party of 
the Dukes Horſe, and the moſt refolved men of 
21! hehad , the loſs of the day was principally 
owing. Finding'all things in Diforder, andthe 
Rout beyond recovering, he was forc'd to diſ- 
perk his Troops, every one ſhifting as they could 
for themſelves. He and his-Brother kept toge- 
ther, , where what befel *em after, their Friends 
Have given an'exaCct account, which is here fol- 


lowing inſerted. 


The gracious dealings of God, manifeſted to ſome in 
Dying Hours have been of great advaiitage to thoſe li- 
ing that heard the ſame, O_ an occaſion there-

After the Diſperſing of the Dukes Army, they 
fled and put to: Sea, but were driven back again,

they engaged in ; and being on the 27th of 'Fuly 
put on board the Swar Frigat, in order to their + 
bringing up to London; their Carriage was ſuch,

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as obtained great kindneſs. fromthe Command- 
er, and all other Officers in the Ship; and being 
brought into the River, Captain Richardſon came 
and took them into. his Cuſtody, and carryed 
them to Newgate, putting great Irons upon them, 
and put them apart from each other, withont giy- 

- ing Liberty for the neareſt Relation to fee them, 
notwithſtanding all endeavours and entreaties 
nſed to obtain it, tho in the preſence of a Keeper;

ſeeing them ſo chearful, ſaid, Surely they had re-"_ 
ceived their Pardon, elſe they could never carry it with: 
that Courage and Chearfulneſs. Altho this muſt. + -

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E was another young Gentleman of a good - 
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at ſuch a Diſtance from Loydow. The Streets are' 

fair and large, and Buildings pretty regular ; two 
ſweet plentiful Rivers running by it. It ſtands 
on a chalky Hill, but wants:nor ſtore of good 
water. The Market-hovſe is a pleaſant little Pile, 
that very much ſets off the Town. T here are three 


' Churches in't, and one in its adjoyning Parith. 


*Tis endowed with feveral Alms-houſes ,, a good 
Grammar-School well enough provided, which 
has had the happineſs of ingenious Maſters, and 
by their Care , produced no inconſiderable num- 
ber of good Scholars. There are two or three 
fine old Roman Fortifications near the Town , 
which Camden and Speed take notice of, The 
People on't are generally Civil and Galant e- 
nough, if not a little on the extream that way. 
They knew how to value fuch a Gentleman as Mr, 
Battiscomb, and made him ſuch frequent Viſits in 
the Priſon, "till the place it ſelf was fo far from 
being Scandalous, that there was generally all the 
Converſation , and where you might be ſure to 
meet the beſt Company. in the Town of both Sexes. 


Mr. Batti5comb had the happineG not to be dif- ' 


pleaſing to the fair Sex, who: had as much Pity 
and Friendſhip for him as conſiſted with the Rules 
of Decency and. Vertue ; and perhaps: their Re- 
Fpect for him did not always ſtop at Friendſhip , 
tho? it ſtill preſerved the other Bounds inviola- 
ble. Pity 1s generally but a little way from Love, 
eſpecially when the ObjeCt of ir is any thing extra- 
ordinary.. But after he had been there ſome time, 
and:nothing: could be prov'd againſt him which 
could any ways affe& him, he was at length, al- 
moſt vawillingly de.iver*d. from this ſort of bap- 
BY 
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py ſlavery. * And when the Duke landed, appear'd 
- with him, and fſerv'd him with equal Faich and 
Valour, ull the Ront at Sedgmioor, when he fled 
with the reſt, and got up as far as Devonſhire , 
where he was fciz'd in a Diſguiſe, and brovght to 
his o!d Palace, the Priſon at Dorcheſter. 
He behav'd himſelf there the ſecondtimein the 
fame courteous obliging manner as he did at the 
firſt; tho* now he ſeem'd more thoughtful, and 
in earneſt than before; as knowing nothing was to 
be expected but ſpeedy Death z Tho' -his Con- 
rage never droopt, bot was ſtill the ſame, if it did 
not increaſe with his danger. At his Tridl, Fef- 
freyz raili'd at him with ſo much eagerneſs and .. 
barbarity, that he was obſerv*d almoſt to foam 
upon the Bench. He was very angry with him , 
becauſe he was a Lawyer, and could have beett 
contented all ſuch as. he ſhould. be hang'd up 
without any Trial; and truly 'twas no great 
matter whether he or the reſt had had that For=- 
mality of no. Mr. Battizcomb was as nndaunted 
at the Bar, as in the Field,or #t Execution, How 
he demeaned himſelf in Prifon before his Death, 
take this following Account; verbathn, as "Twas 
written by his Friends. Tho? that which occurr'd 
moſt remarkable after his Sentence; tmnſt not bs 
omitted; Several youtig Ladies in the Town; 4- 
mong whom ofie , who t particularly mention'd 
in the Poem, wehfit to Fefreys to beg his Life, whs 
repulſt'em at ſuch a brmtiſh rate; as nothing 
with one Spark of hnmanity would have been 
Guilty of, ard ini 4 manner ever too uncivil to be 
mentioned...

E was obſerved to- be always - ſerious and 
chearful , ready to entertain Spiritual Diſ- 
courſe, manifeſting Aﬀection to God's People and 
his Ordinances ; he ſeem'd to be in a very calm 
indifference to Life or Death, referring himſelf 
to God to determine it, expreſling his great ſatiſ- 
faction as to ſome Opportunities of Eſcape that 
were {lipt, ſaying, That truly he ſometimes thought 
the Cauſe was too good to flee from ſuffering in it, tho? 


be would uſe all lawful means for his life but the Pro- 
 vidence of God having prevented this, he was ſure it 


was beſt for him, for he ſaid he bleſk God he could 
look into Eternity with Comfort. He ſaid, with re- 
ſpect to his Relations and Friends, to whom his 
Death would be afflictive, that he was willing to live, 
2f God ſaw good , but for his own part , he thought 
Death much more deſirable. He ſaid, 1 have enjoyed 
enough of this World, but I never found any thing but 
Vanity 1n it, no reft or ſatisfation. God, who is an 
infinite Spiritual Being, is the only ſuitable Obje& for 
the Soul of Man, which ts ſpiritual in its Nature, and 
too large to be made happy by all that this World cay 
afford, which is all but ſenſual. Therefore methinks, 
T ſee no reaſon why T ſhould be unwilling to leave it by 
Death, ſince our Happineſs can never be perfetted till 
then, till we leave this Body, where we are ſo continu- 
ally clogg'd with Sin and Vanity, frivolous and fooliſh 
Trifles. Death int ſclf is indeed terrible, and Natu- 
ral Conrage is too low to incounter it 5 nothing but an 
intereſt in Chriſt can be our Comfort in it, he ſaid,which 
Comfort I hope Thave ; intimating much advantage

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+ to his Soul by his former Impriſonment. 

The day he went from Dorcheſter to Lyme, af- 
ter he had received the News' of his Death the 
next day, he was in the ſame ſerious cheerfulneſs, 
declaring 'ſtill the ſame apprehenſion of the 
delirableneſs of Death, and the great ſup- 
ports of his Mind nnder the Thoughts of fo 
ſudden paſſing through it alone from the. hope of 
the Security of his Intereſt in Chriſt ; taking-leave' 
of his Friends with this Farewel , To we part here 
we ſhall meetin Heaven. Paſſing by his Eſtate go- 
ing to Lyme, he ſaid, Farewel Temporal Inheritance, 
I am now going to my heavenly Eternal one. At Lyme, 
the Morning that he died, it appeared that he had 
the ſame ſupports from God,meeting Death with 
the ſame cheerfulneſs; and after he had prayed a. 
white to himſelf, without any appearance of Re-

3 22d Inflantto Mr. Dewy did not at all ſurprize me, for 
indeed I expefted no other ; and feeing all hopes of faving 
my Life are blaſted, Ithonght my ſelf boundto write a Line 
er two to fo near a Relation as your felf, wherein T mighr 
ke my leave of you, and bid you faxewel, till we ſhall meer 
agan in Glory,and never be ſeparated more : As for my own 
part, tho ſuch a ſort of Death as I am like to ſuffer, be that 
which I always dreaded when at a diſtance, kave ſometimes 
thought of it,yer F thank my Godnow it draws near,even bur 
a few hours off, -I'find my felf ſupported under the thoughts 
of it, and hope by his ftrength, who will never forſake his 
own, Tſhall be enabled chearfully to undergo it with Glory 
to his Name, and Comfort to my own, and the Souls of o- 
thers that are more nearly concerned for me; and as T have 
made it my own endeavour to ſubmit to the Will of God in

AD thoſe Perſons who ſuffer'd about Mirmonrh's bufi- 

neſs, fell only into the hands of Cannibals, ſome of 'em,; 
at leaſt; had ſcaped better thari they did from 7ef:ys. Thoſe 
more tame and civil Creatures would have ſpared the o/d and 
withered, though they had devoured the young and tender.

Mr. Nelthrope's Laſt Speech. 


T H E great and inexpreſlible trouble and diſtraftion I have 
beenunder ſince I came into trouble, eſpecially ſince 
my clofe Confinement in Newgate, hath ſo broken; my Rea- 
ſon, that for many Weeks laſt paſt, till the day my Sentence 
was paſfed, Thave not had = compoſure of mind, and have 
been under the greateſt trouble imaginable : Since my deareſt 
Wife hath had the. favour granted her of coming to me,I am 
at preſent under great compoſedneſs of Mind , thro the infi- 
nite goodneſs of the Lord. As to what I ſtand Qutlawed for, 
and am now ſentenced to die, I can with comfort appeal to 
the great God, before whoſe Tribunal 1 am to appear, thar 
what I did was m the ſimplicity of my Heart, oc ſeek- 
ing any private advantage to my ſelf; but thinking it my 
Duty to hazard my Life for the preſervation. of the Prote- 
ſtant Religion and Engliſh Liberties, which I thought inva- 
ded, and both in great danger of being loſt. _ As to the de- 
ſign of aſlaſſinatiag the late King, or his preſent Majeſty, it 
always was a thing highly againſt my Judgment, and which I 
always detefted ; and I was never in the leaſt concerned in it, 
neither in Purſe nor Perſon, nor never knew of any Arms . 
bought for that intent, 'nor did 1, believe there was any ſuch 
deſign, or ever heard of any diſappointment in ſuch an Af. 
fair, or Arms, or Time or place, fave what after the Diſco» 
very of the General Deſign, Mr. W:f ſpoke of, as to Arms 
bought by him : And as to my ſelf, I was in the North when 
the late King was at New-1arket ,and the firſt News I had of 
the Fire, was at Beverly in Torkſhire. As to my coming over

And we begin with Mr. Matthew Bragg , who 
was a Gentleman, and deſcended from an ancient 
and good Family ; he was bred 'an Attorney , in 
which he praCtiſed the Law : His Caſe being this, 
He hapned to be upon the Road riding home to 
his Houſe, being come from a Gentleman's Houſe 
for whom he kept Courts. He, as before, being 
met with by a Party of Horſe belonging to the 
Duke of Monmouth, who were going to ſearch the 
Houſe of a Roman Catholick for Arms ,; who lived 
two or three Miles from the place they met him , 
they required him to go with them , and ſhew 
them the way , he knowing the Country better 
than they did ; he deſired tobe excuſed , telling 
them, Ir was none of his buſineſs, and beſides had no 
Arms. But his Excuſes ſignified nothing, they 
forced him amongſt them, where they went ; when 
being cora2,a Party enter*d the Houſe and ſearcht 
it : Mr. Bragg never diſmounted, they being then 
ſatisfied,took him along with them to Chard,where 
then the Duke of Monmouth was, Being there , 
after having ſet up his Horſe where he uſed to do, 
often having occaſion there, he was much tampere , 
ed with to engage in the Deſign, bur he refuſed it, 
but the next morning made haſte out of Tomy, X 
not. ſeeing the Duke at all;' calling for his Horle,,

it was told him, That it was ſeized for the Duke's 
Service. So then he took his Cane and Gloves,and 
walked to his own Houſe, which was about five or 
ſix Miles, and was nomore concern'd in the Af- 
fair, than that after the Duke's Defeat at Kings- 
Seage-Adoore, ſome buſie perſon informeth, and re- 
quireth a Warrant from a Juſtice of Peace for the 
faid Mr. Bragg, who obliged himſelf to enter in- 
to a Recognizance to appear at the next Aſlizes, 
the ſaid Juſtice accounting the matter in it ſelf 
but trivial; and indeed all Men did judge him 


- out. of danger. At Dorcheſter he appeared in 


Court to diſcharge his Bail, on which he was pre- 
fently Committed , and the next day being Ar- 
raigned, pleading Nor guilty, put himſelf on the 
Trial of God and his Country, which found him 
and 28 more of 30, Guilty ; the Lord Chief Ju- 
Itice often ſaying, If any Lawyer or Parſon came 


* under his Inſpeftion, they ſhould not eſcape ;, the Evi- 


dence againſt him was the Roman Catholick, whoſe 
Houſe was ſearch'd, and a woman of ill Fame, to 


whom the Lord Chief Juſtice was wonderfully Þ.. 


kind ; but his Evidence which were more than 
Twenty, to prove his Innocence, fignifyed no- 
thing ; the Tory being well inſtructed by my Lord 


--Chief Juſtice. Being thus found Guilty, Sentence 


">. © was preſently pronounced, and Execution award- 


ed,notwithſtanding all the Intereſt that was made 


_ for him, as before recited. 


Thus being Condemned Saturday, and ordered 


4 to be-Executed Monday, he ſpent the Reſidue of 


his little time very devoutly, and much becoming 


. - a good Chriſtian, and a true Proteſtant of the 


Church of England, all which availed _—_

with this Proteſtant Judge : he was frequently vi- 
ſited by a worthy Divine of the: Clnrch of Eng- 
land, who ſpent much time with him, ' and' recet- 
ved great fatisfaftion from him. The faid Divine 
told me, That his Deportment, Behaviour and Con- 
verſe was ſo much like an extraordinary Chriſtianghat 
he conld not in the leaſt doubt but this violent paſſage 
would put him into the fruition of happineſs. He Kt 
and deſired a little longer time, out of no other 
deſign, bnt throughly to repent him of his Sins, 
and make himſelf more ſenſible of, and fit for to 
receive the Inheritance that is prepared for thoſe 
that continue in well-doing to the end. When 
he came to the place of Execution with great ' 


Courage and Reſolution, being, as he ſaid, pre- 


pared for Death , He behaved himſelf very grave= 
ly and devoutly. Being asked, when he was on 
the Ladder, Whether he was not ſorry for his being 
concerned in the Rebellion ? He replyed, That he knew 
of none that he was Guilty of ;, and prayed them not. 
to trouble him; adding, He was not the firſt that 


'was martyr 'd; he was ſo niuch a Chriſtian as. ts. for- 
give bis Enemies. And after ſome private Devyoti- 


ons he ſuddenly was Tranflated,, as we have all 
hopes to believe, from Earth to Heaven. The 
only Favour of this Proteſtant Judge, was. to give 


amongſt his Anceſtors; 


his Body to. his Friends, in order to its Intermens 
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The Behaviour of Ms. Smith Conſtable of 
Chardſtock. 


Nother eminent Perſon that fuffered with 
him at the ſame time and place,was one Mr. 
Smith, who was Conſtable of Chardſtock, , who ha- 
ving ſome Monies in his hands that belonged to 
the Militia,which came to the knowledge of ſome 
of the Dukes Friends, they obliged him to deli- 
ver it tothem, which he was forced to deliver;and 
for this was Indicted for High Treaſon, in aſliſt- 
ing the Duke of Monmouth, To which he plead- 
ed Not Guilty, The Evidence againſt him were 
the ſame with thoſe that had been againſt Mr. 
Bragg. The ſaid Mr. Smith informed the Court 
and the Jury, what little Credit ought to be given 
to the Evidence. The Lord Chief Juſtice thun- | 
dred at him, ſaying, Thou Villain, methinks I ſei . 
thee ——_— with a Halter about thy Neck,;, thou im-B « 
padent Rebel, to challenge theſe Evidences that are for 
the King. To which the Priſoner reply'd very 
boldly, My Lord, 1 now ſee which way I am going, 
and right or wrong I muſt dye ;, but this I comfort my 
ſelf with, That your Lordſhip can only deſtroy my Body, 
 #t 1s out of your Power to touch my Soul. God forgive 
your raſimeſs;, pray, my Lord, know it is not a ſmall 
-rnatter you are about, the Blood of Man is more pre- 
cious than the whole World, And then was ſtopped 
from ſaying any more. The Evidences being 
heard , a ſtrict Charge was given the Jury abont 
him. To be ſhort, the Jury brought him inf 
Guilty ; ſo that he with the reſt received the 
Seſt- 
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Sentence of Death all together, and were Execu- 
ted on Monday ; but by particular order from my 
Lord, he was ordered to be firſt Executed. The 
day being come for Execution, being Monday, he 
with a Courage undaunted, was brought to the 
Place , where with Chriſtian Exhortations-to his 
Brethren that ſuffered with him, he was ordered 


to prepare, being the firſt to be executed , where 


he ſpake as followeth : Chriſtian Friends, I am now + 
as you fee lanching into Eternity ; ſo that it may be ex- 
petted I ſhould ſpeak ſomething, before T leave this mi- 
ſerable World, and paſs through thoſe Sufferings, which 
are dreadful to Fleſh and Blood ;, which indeed ſhall be 


but little, becauſe I long to be before a juſt Fudge, 


where 1 muſt give an account, not only for the occaſion 
of my Sufferings now, but for Sins long unrepented of, 
which indeed hath brought me to this diſmal place and 
ſhameful Death, And truly, dear Country men, ha- 
ving ranſaked my Soul, I cannot find my ſmall concern 
with the Duke of Monmouth doth deſerve this heavy 
Fudgment on me; but I know, as I ſaid before, it 1s 
for Sins long unrepented of ; I dye in Charity with all 
men; I deſire all of you to bear me witneſs I aye a 
true Profeſſor of the Church of England ;, beſceching 
the Lord ſtill to ſtand up inthe defence of it. God for- 
give my paſſionate Fudges, and cruel and haſty Fury ; 
God forgive them, they know not what they have done. 

God bleſs the King ;, and though his Fudges had no mer- 

cy on me, I wiſh he may find Mercy when he ftandeth 
moſt in need of it : Make him, O Lord, a nurſing Fa- 
ther to the Church ;, let Mercy flow abundantly from

A\ the ſame time and place, as he came near 
the place-of his Execution, he ſpying his 
Countryman and Friend, called him, and ſaid, I 
am gladto ſee you here now, becauſe I am not 
known in theſe parts ;. being anſwered by his 
Friend, I am ſorry to ſee you in this condition ; 
He replies, It is the beſt day Lever ſaw ; I thank 
God T have not lead my Life as Unchriſtian like as 
many have done, having ſince the years of 16 
always had the Checks of Conſcience on me, 
which made me to avoid 'many groſs and prie- 
. vous. Sins, my courſe of .Life hath been well 
known to you, yet I cannot juſtifie my ſelf, all 
Men err, 4 have not been the leaſt o * Sinners, 
therefore. cannot excuſe. my ſelf ; but ſince my 
confinement, .I have received ſo great comfort, in 
ſome aſſurance of the Pardon of my:Sins, that I 
can now ſay, I am willing to die, to be diſſolved, 
and to be with Chriſt, and ſay to Death, Where 
IS thy Sting, and to Grave, Where is thy Vifto- 
ry ? Being askd by ſome rude Soldiers, Whether

rant for ſo doing, and do not queſtion that if. I 
have committed any fin in it, bur that it is par-- 
doned ; Pray Mr. Sheriff let me he troubled no far- 
ther in "anſwering of Queſtions, but give me leave 
to prepare my ſelf, ( thoſe few minutes I have' 
left) for another World, and go'to-my: Jeſus,

.and ſo, with my dying Love to all my Friends, 
when youſee them, I take leave of-you,and. them,. 
And all the World \defiring your Chriſtian; Prayers 
for me to the laſt moment ; then repeating ſome 
Senteness of; Scripture, as Coloſſians, Chap, 3 ver. 

1,2. If you then, &c. and praying very fervently, . 
faid,I thank God L have ſatisfaftion.; I am ready 
and "willing, to ſuffer ſhame for his Name : And ſo 
pouring forth ſome private Ejaculations to him- 
ſelf, and lifting up his hands, the Executioner 
did his "Office. The Soldiers then preſent faid, 
They never before were ſo taken with- a dying 
Man's Speech ; his Courage and Chriltian-like Re- 

a 4. ſolution, 
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ſolution, cauſed many violent men againſt the 
Priſoners, to repent of their Tyranny towards 
them; ſome of whom in a ſhort time dyed full 
of horror : And thus fell this good Man, atrue 
Proteſtant, and one that held out to the end. 


An Account of thoſe that ſuffer d at Bridport 


and Lime. 


| T Bridport one Fohn Sprake, who was a very 
good Man, and behaved himſelf with a 
great deal of Chriſtian-like Courage to the end : 
His Speech and his - Devotions, &c, ruſt be omit- 
ted, not being poſſible to take them, by reaſon of 
the rudeneſs, &c. and the ſhortneſs of the time 
allowed him by the Soldiers. | 
Next place was Zjme, where many of Note 
_ dyed: Particularly, Col. Holmes, who was the 
firſt of thoſe there executed, near the ſame place 


where they landed, when they came aſhore with. 


the Duke of 24. being brought to the place after 
{ome difficulty ; for the Horſes. that were firſt put 
into the Sled would not ſtir , which: obliged 
thoſe concerned to get others, which they did 
from the Coachman , who had that morning 
brought them to Town ; when they were put 1n- 
to the S124, they broke it in pieces , which cauſed 
the Priſoners to goon foot to the” place of Execu- 
tion ; where being come, as I told you before, the 
Colonel began thus at the foot of the Ladder ; he 
{at down with an Aſpect altogether void of Fear , 
but on the contrary with a kind of ſmiling Coun- 


tenance, 


O 
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tenance, ſo began to ſpeak to the Spectators to 
this purpoſe, That he would give them an 


| account of his firſt undertaking in the deſign, 


which was long before in London ; for there he a- 
greed to ſtand by and aſſiſt the D. of 24. when 
opportunity offer'd, in order to. which he went 
to Holland with him, and there continued, until 
this Expedition, in which God had thought fit to 
fruſtrate his and other good Mens Expectations : 
He believed the Proteſtant Religion was bleeding, 
and in a ſtep towards Extirpation, and therefore 
he with theſe his Brethren,that were to ſuffer with 
him, and Thouſands more had adventured their 
Lives and their All to fave it; but God Almigh- 
ty had not appointed *em to be the Inſtruments. 
In ſoglorious a Work ; yet notwithſtanding he 
did verily believe, and doubted not, but that God 
would make uſe of others, that ſhould meet with 
better ſucceſs, tho the way or means was not yet. 
viſible, but of this he did not doubt : He alſo was 
ſatisfied of the D's Title, fo that matter did 
not afflict him on account of his engaging on his 
Score : And going on further with a Diſcourſe of 
this nature, he was asked by a Perſon, Why he did 
not pray for the King ? He with a ſmiling Counte- 
nance anſwer'd, 7 am ſorry you do not yet under- 
ffand the difference between Speaking and Praying - 
And having ended his Diſcourſe , he then 
prepared himſelf by Prayer for his Diſſolution, 
which was very devout and pious for half an 
hour z which was as follows. SS

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Now follows the Execution of Mr. Sam. Larke: 


MI Sampſon Larkse , who-was a very emli- 
V 4 nent pious, man, and had- lived in that 
Town but, little before, many- years ; he was 
there well acquainted, -and all People that knew 
him had a yalue for him., behaying himſelf wh 
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| that Humility and CircumſpeCtion , as no body 
j conld have any other occaſion but to value him : 
He deſign'd to have ſpoken ſomewhat on a portion 

of Scripture, and was beginning, havirig menti- 
oned the place he intended: to ſpeak upon, but was 
interrupted and told; the work of the day being 
great, they ſhould want time. So then he ſtopt 
and reply'd, He could make application where he ſhould 
0e-meect with interruption : And ſo apply'd himſelf 
to Prayer, which he performed with great Devyo- 
tion and Zeal for a quarter of an hour,to the great 
fatisfaCtion of. the Auditors; and ſo taking leave 
of his ſaftering Brethren, he mounted the Stage, 
which was to be the laſt Aft he made in this World ; 
being on the Ladder, he ſaw ſome of his Friends 
and Neighbours, weeping, and mourning for him, 
. to whom he ſpake, Pray weep not for me, I am go- 
int to a place of Bliſs and Happineſs, wherefore pray 
repair to your Houfes, and 'ere you get thither, I doubt 
zot, but I ſhall be happy with my God and Saviour, 
where all tears ſhall he wiped away, and nothing ſhall 
remain but Hallelujahs to all Eternity. - 

There was alſo Mr.Wiliam Hewling of London, 
a young Gentleman under Twenty, who came 0- 
ver with the Duke of 24 he ſeemed to bein a 
calm, and compoſed frame of Spirit, and with a 
great deal of Courage and Seriouſneſs, he behaved 
himſelf : There is already ſomething ſaid of his 
Converſe and Diſcourſe.. which amongſt others is 
printed ; therefore we ſhall ſay nothing more of 
him, ' but that in=!; manner of appearance he dy'd 
4 good Chriſtian, a true Proteſtant, and doubtleſs 
now enjoys the benefit of it. There were ſeveral 


werthy men more there executed, viz. Mr. Chrift, 
; Bat- 
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 Battiſcombe, Dr. Temple, Captain 


Matthews, - Cap« 
tain Kid, &c. in all twelve, who all of them dyed 
with that Courage and Reſolution as became Chri- 
ſtians, and ſuch who eminently had adventured 
their Lives and Fortunes, in defence of what was 
moſt dear to them; and namely our Religion, 
which though God did not think fit to defend and 
ſecure it, yet in his wiſdom we hope it will be.in 
ſome meaſure ſecured by other Inſtruments, the 
Glory of the ſame being only due to him, So that 
now leaving this Place, we proceed to other parts 
of the Country, where with the like Bntchery 
were only five executed, amongſt whom was one 
Mr. Tyler of Briſtol, who had had Command in the 
Dukes Army, where he behaved himſelf very 
ſtoutly to the laſt; after the Army was diſ- 
perſed, he among others was taken, recelvedSen- 
tence of Death at Dorcheſter , and here brought 
for the completion of the ſame, and from thence 
we hope was tranſlated to Heaven : He ſpent his 
time between the Sentence and execution very de- 
voutly, in confirming and ſtrengthning thoſe that 
were tg be his Fellow-Sufferers. And made it his 
buſine® to bring them to a willingneſs to 'ſubmit 
to, and a preparedneſs for Death : The day, be- 
ing come, and he brought to the place of Execu- 
tion, he thus ſpoke, My Friends, Tou ſee I am now_ 
on the Brink, of Eternity, andin a few Minntes ſhgll 
be but Clay; You expett I ſhould ſay ſomething, 4s is 
uſual in ſuch Caſes; as to the mattty of Fatt I die for, 
it doth» not much trouble me, knowing to my ſelf theends 
for which I engaged with the Duke of M. were both 
good and honourable. Here being ſtop'd, and not 
ſuſfer'd to proceed further , he then a—

his Fellow-fufferers, defiring them to joyn with 
himin ſinging an Hymn, which he himfelf compo-

After the Hymn ſung he prayed devoutly, for 
half an hour; after Prayer he gave great ſatisfa- 
Ction to all preſent of his Aſſurance of Heaven , 
had many weeping Eyes for him, and was much 
lamented in the Town, tho? a ſtranger to the 
place; ſo unbuttoning himſelf, ſaid 'to the Exe- 
cutioner, 1 fear not what Man can do unto me; Ft 
pray thee do thy work in mercy, for T forgive thee 
with all my heart , and I alſo pray to God to for- 


give thee ;, don't mangle my Body to9 much ;, and ſo 


lifting up his hands to Heaven, the Executioner 
did his Office. There was alſo one Wilkam Cox 
that died with him, who alſo died very couragi- 
ouſly,deſpiſing the ſhame, in hopes and expeCtati- 
on of a future better Eſtate, He and his two 
Sons were ſome of the firſt that came to the Duke 
of Monmuth, and all taken, and all condemned to 
together : The Father only ſuffered, the Sons by 
Providence were preſerved. When he was going 
to Execution he deſired leave to ſee his Sons, then

Mmediately after Colonel Holmes was Executed, 
this good Man was ordered to prepare to fol- 
low ; accordingly going to deliver ſome few words 
to the People, ſome whereof were formerly of his 
Congregation, but being told he could not expett 
much time, becauſe it was ſo late, and ſo many to 
be Executed after him ; ſo he ſuddenly concluded, 
and ſaid, 7 will now ſpeak, a few Words to him, which 
T am ſure will hear me, And ſo began his Prayer as 
followeth: 


Blefſed Lord God , we thine imworthy Creatures 
now here before thee, cannot but ackzowledge from the 
bottom of our hearts our own ——— ; we muſt 
confeſs we have been Frievous Sinners,and have brought 
forth the evil Fruit of it in our Lives, to the great 
diſhonour of 7 Name, for which we have deſerved 
thy heavy wrath and indignation to be poured forth »p- 
on #45, 710t only in this life, but in that which is to come.

An Actount of thoſe Executed at Sherborn. 


T Sherbort, in the ſame County,were Execu- 
L£ A. ted Twelve, who all died Couragioully, e-. 
ſpecially one Mr. Glifſon of Teovel, in the County of 
Somerſet, his extraordinary deportment and' car- 


riage at the place of Execution, was ſo very conſfi- __ - 


derable, as gave great ſarisfaftion to his Friends, 
and amazement to his Enemies. He declared to 
the World that-he died a true Proteſtant,and had

' Not ingaged with the Duke of Monmouth, bat judg- 
edit high time to ſtand up for the Defence of the 
fame, though God Almighty had. thought fit to 


fruſtrate his deſigns, and to bring him. to that 
place to Seal the ſame with his Blood. Alſo John 


Savage and Richard Hall of Culliton, in the Coun- 
ty of Devoz, ſuffered at the ſame time and place 
in their particular Converſation ; they valaed 
thoſe moſt that they ſaw moſt of Piery in,and piti- 
ed others that they ſaw not ſo well prepared ; 
ſaying that the remembrance of our vanity may 
cauſe compaſſion towards ſuch as were in ſuch a 
Condition ; exhorting all to. be ſerious, and to 
conſider their latter end,which deſerved the great- 


| eſt attention of Mind ; the way to die comforta- 


bly being to prepare for it ſeriouſly ; and if God 
ſhould miraculouſly preſerve us from this Death 
now tefore our eyes, it ſhould be the duty of us 
all to ſpend the remaining part of our time, in 
ſuch a manner as now, when we ſee Death juſt at 
the door. At the hour of Execution their chear- 
fulneſs and comfort was much increaſed, ſaying, 
Now the Will of God will be done , and he hath moſt 
certainly choſen that for us which ts beſt ; with many 
other ſuch like Chriſtian Expreſſions, too tedious 


| here to be inſerted, becauſe we deſign to keep to 
- our firſt Intentions, and not to ſwell this Treatiſe 


roo big. Upon the whole, after they had with 
much earneftneſs recommended their Souls, to the 


- Al]-wiſe God by Prayer, they all with much con- 


tent and fatisfaftion, ſubmitted themſelves to the 
Executioner, not doubting of a happy Tranſlati- . 
on.and accordingly were executed and quartered ; 


before the reſt of the Executions in this County, 
, as 


as at Weymouth, Pool, Shafton, Wimborne, &c. not 
| being there, we ſhall paſs over, and only give you 
particular touches, which we ſaw to our perfect 
knowledge, and ſo we return to Cxlliton in the 
County of Devon, where John Spragye and William 
Clegg, both of that Town, were condemned at 
Exon, and there brought to be Executed. Before 
they were brought into the place, a Meſſenger 
came from the Priſoners with a Requeſt to the Vi- 
car of the Pariſh, to deſire his company and aſli- 
ſtance 1a this their Extremity , and to Adminiſter 
thoſe Spiritual helps that were fuitable to men in 
their Circumſtances. Accordingly the ſaid Miniſter 
came very readily, and did demand of them What 
they had to deſire of him ? The dying Perſons an- 
ſwered, They deſired his Prayers. Accordingly he 
prayed with them a conſiderable ſpace of time. 
And after which he asked of them ſeveral Queſti- 
| ons, for to give him and the World fatisfaftion 
of the prepared Condition they were in, in order 
to their lanching into Eternity, eſpecially abont 
the DoCtrine of Non-reſiſtance. Fohn Sprague ve- 
ry ſoberly and moderartely replied, but whether 
ſatisfactory or not, we leave to the Reader ;- He 
| beljeved that no Chriſtian ought to reſiſt a lawful Pow- 
er; but the Caſe being between Popery and Proteſtan- 
tiſm, altered the matter ; and the latter, being in dan- 
ger, he believed that it wus lawful for him to do what 
he did, though God in his Providence had thought fit 
to bring him to this place of Execution. After read- 
ing a Chapter out of the Corinthians, and ſinging a 
Pſalm ſuitable to the occaſion, he very vehement- 
ly and fervently recommended. his Soul to the. 
All-wiſe God by Prayer, for gu half an hour, to 
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the great ſatisfaction of all that heard him; then 
his Wife and Childring coming to him' weeping 
bitterly, he imbraced them in his Arms, ſaying , 
Weep not for me, but weep for your ſelves,and for your 
ſms,for that he had that quiet ſatisfattion, that he was 
only' goingto be tranſlated into a ſtate of Bliſs and Hap- 
oo where we ſhould ſin and ſorrow no more, but that 
all Tears ſhould be wiped away,wiſhing them to be dili- 
gent in the Service of God. Then recommending 
his Wife and Children to the proteCftion of the 
Almighty God, who had promiſed to be a Husband 
70 the Widow, and a Father to the Fatherleſs, who was 
faithful and able to make up their loſs in him, mn that 
which ſhould be better for them, than he could be; de-' 
fring God to be a Refuge for them to fly to for ſecurity, 
and preſervation from the Troubles that , ſeemed to 
threaten this poor Nation; the which if they did con- 
ſeientiouſly perform, though Death here made a- ſepa- 
ration, he doubted not of meeting them in Heaven at 
faſt, And ſo the Executioner did his Office, Du- 
ring which time his Brother-ſufferer, William Clegg 
was all the time on his Knees, praying to himſelf 
with a ſeeming Zeal ; ſuddainly after which his 
turn being come to follow his Brother, he only 
told the People, That his Fellow-ſufferer had ſpo- 
ken what he thought was neceſſary, and they were alſs 
pis Sentiments. . And ſo ſubmitted to Execution.

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An Accont of thoſe Executed 
and Honiton. 
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 T Axminſter one alfo was Execnted his Name. 
£ Mk. Mr. Roſe, he was a Gunter, that landed 
with the Duke of 340n-10#th, he had a great Re- 
Folution, and not at all ſtarted with the fear of 
Death. He faid, That he defy d death, arid alt them 
that were the occafion of it. He was very couragions 
and died fo. He ſpent fome time in private Pray- 
er, and was/niot allowed time, becauſe there was 
'to be Execution at Honiton ;- fo that his Execation 
being over,' we paſt on to Honiton , where four 
were executed, one of which was a Chyrufgeon, 
his Name, if I do not miſtake, was Mr. Perr,who 
behaved himſelf with that: extraordinary Chriſt» 
an Courage, that all the SpeQtators were almoſt 
aſtoniſhed , he being bat young , about Twenty

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Before I conclude, one .Mr. Evans a Miniſter | 
ought. not to be omitted, who did al along in the 
time'of hisconfinemedt in Priſon, behave himſelf 
with that Devotion and Strineſs, that became a 
Chriſtian. of great eminency, as indeed he was; 
he ſpent much of his fime in preaching and pray- 
ing to his Fellow Priſoners, exhorting them to 
hold ont-to the end; he at laſt; by appointment 
being Condemn'd, was executed by himſelf; at 
which ' time and'place -he behaved himſelf with 
great Courage and Devotion, and with a great 
willingneſs and chearfulneſs, he ſubmitted to Ex- 
ecution. There might have been much more ſaid 
of-this worthy man. ,- but becauſe we will keep to 
our deſign, ſhall be omitted. Many others, which 
were alſq very eminent that ſuffered in this Coun-

Hamling living in the Country, 
hearing of the Duke of onmowhb being in Town, 
he-there came to ſpeak with his Son, who lived in 
that. place z where being come ,, he gave him ad- . 
vice, which was, That -as he expefied his Bleſſing 
and Countenance, he ſhould not at all concern bimſelf 
in the matter, but ſubmit to the Will of God in all 
things. And having thus adviſed his Son, he re- 
turns home; and two days after came again ta 
Town on a Market-day with his Wife,to buy Pro= 
viſions for his Family, and returned to his Houſe 
again. And this was all the times he was in 
Town, whiles the Duke was there. But after the 
Buſineſs was over , he was brought in on Suſpict 
on, being a Difenter , that was Crime enough , 
except Coin appear*d to a J«ſtice of that Town, 
who uſually did commit or diſmiſs as that ap- 
pear*d. This Man was arraign'd at Taunton, Plead- 
ed Not Guilty. The Matter above is the truth of 
this Caſe ; the Evidences were two profligate Rafſ- 
cals,that had Incouragement from the J«ſtice,they 
uſually doing what he put them on. The Priſoner 
had many to prove this Fact, and his Honeſty; hut. 
this did not avail,;he Jury found him Guilty, with 


two more, who were preſently Sentenc'd , and 
-next morning executed for to be Examples to 0- 
-thers. It is faid that the Juſtice did make appli- 


cation to our famous Proteſtant Judge, and hinted 


ſome Miſtake concerning him. To which, as I 


have been informed, he ſhould Reply., Tox bave 
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rw" Which was a very fine Reply 'from a mer- 
-Gful Judge ; but nothing elfe could be expetted, 
2s'the whole Trearile evinceth. : The tender 'er- 
Fies'of 'the wicked being cruel. - This Man beha- 
ved himſelf very worthily at the place of Execu- 
tion,  tnd did at the laſt declare his Crime tobe 
the fame as is above mentioned, and not other- 
wile,* :PFhws fell this pious Chriftian 3 a Man; -by 
ell fober People that knew him, beloved ; and-di{- 
fefpeted by none but loofe Villains, which at laſt 
t6ok away his Life. 

| There was one Mr. Gatchett executed with ham, 
His Crime being a Conftable of the Hundred, he 
ws ſurprized by a Party of the Dukes, and ſhew- 
ed 4 Warrant to bring-in Proviſions and other 
Weteſſaries for the uſe of the Army, which if he 
had not obeyed, was threatned to have his Houſe 
-Durfit, &c. ſo that he was obliged to do what he 
aid for his own preſervation ; but this was- not 
 faffictent, for being found Guilty, was alſo execu- 
ted at the ſame time and place. 
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The Caſe of Mr. Thomas Lawrence: 


ME Thomas Lawrence at Dorcheſter, had alſo 
| very hard meaſure. He had the managing 
of an Eſtate belonging to a Perfon of Quality, who 
had 4 Barn in the Pariſh of Lyme, where the Duke 
 Yanded. The day after his landing, a Party came 
and took away three Horſes fron off this Eftate, 
which he having the truſt and care of, makes a 
Plicatian to the Duke for them, adding , That be 
onght hot to ſuffer any of his Muſters Goods .t0"be 
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wantizg, but muſt endeavor to recover them agaitt, 
So movd hard to the Duke for the Horſes, but-al 
would not prevail ;: bnt at laſt had one, and was 
forced to leave two. This was look'd on as an a- 
betting, being judg'd to be by conſent: Aﬀter the 
Defeat was given, he was had before a Fuſtice-vf 
the Peace, who bound him over to the Aſrzes, 
where appearing, he was Committed ; Pleated 
Not Gnilty on his Trial, which he pleaded to ve- 
ry honeſtly ; yet was found Guilty, and ſentenced 
todye. My Lord wasexcellent at Improvement, 
was thought he would, if poſſible , have brought 
in the Gentleman that owned the Effate, who was 
very rich. This honeſt Mr. Lawrence was to be 
facrific'd , and his Execntijon order'd to be at War- 
ham ; but my Lord's Favourite got a Keprieve for 
him by the help of Four hundred pound. Twe 
hundred pound being aEtually paid, the other ſe- 
curd by Bond. ©

Alſo one Mr. Charles Speake of London, a Gentle- 
man of good ExtraCtion, being Son to the VVor- 
ſhipfulGeorge Speake Eſq; near/lminſter in the Coun- 
ty of Somerſet, where he was Executed : His Caſe 
alſo was extraordinary hard ; but there may be 
two great Reaſons given why he was executed : 
The firſt was, Becauſe he came from that good 
Pious Family,which always have been Oppoſers to 
Popery, and ſuffered deeply for their Courage 
that way. - Secondly , The faid Mr.Charles, Speake 
had purchaſed ſome great place in the Kings-Bench, 
or Common-Pleas, which was. very profitable to 
him ; fo that by his Fall there being a Forfeiture, 
much money may be made of it; all interceſſion 
would not avail with the L, QC. J, for his Life, He 
happened to be at 1lminfter at the time of the 
time of the Dukes being there, which was the 
greateſt Crime he was guilty of; the Validity of. 
his Evidence leave to thoſe in the Weſt, which 
know how far it was carried that way. He was a 
fine Courteous loving Gentleman ; and notwith- 
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ſtanding his Youth, he aCted the part-of :2n old 
Chriſtian Sokdier at his Death, preparing himſelf 
to,undergo thoſe pains, ſaying very often, They. 
were nothing to bus Deſerts from God Almighty ;, but 
as for what I am accuſed of, ' and Sentenced for, I hope

that I ſuppoſe he was ſhorter than otherwiſe he 
would have been ; but alas ! how could it be ? for 
on every fide of him, as well as up and down the 
Town,thelnhabitants were weeping and bewailing 
him : Oh *tis the worſt day that ever. we ſaw in ths 
Pown! Muſt this good Gentleman die here? Oh! yet 
ſave his Life , Iam ready to die for him, and the 
Hke. He prayed very heartily for near an hour, 
and ſung a Pſalm, and fo we hope was tranſlated 
to Heaven, thereto ſing everlaſting Praiſes and:

Hile he was in Priſon, eſpecially after Sen- 
tence, he behaved himſelf mighty humble, 
meek, and was much in Meditation, which was 
obſerved by ſeveral Divines , eſpecially one who 
attended him to his Laſt, his name Mr. Simpſon, 
His poor Wife coming to ſee him at Wells, and to 
'make her Intereſt with ſome Friends, if poſlible to 
ſave his Life ; but finding it loſt labour, and that 
ſhe could by no means prevail , ſhe died there for 
grief, before her Husband was Executed , to his 
great grief.

there are of both Parties will be glorified in Hea- 
ven hereafter. According to the 29th Article oF 
the Church of England, a viſible Church is a Con- 
gregation of Faithful Men, in the which the pure 
Word of Gad is preached, the Sacraments of the 
Lord duly adminiſtred,according to Chriſt's Ordij= 
nance, ahd all thoſe things that of neceſſity are 
requiſite and neceſſary to Salvation ; ſo with fuch 
a Church have I held'the moſt intimate Communi- 
on, and with ſuch (did Ilive) conld hold it: FT 
would not therefore be ſo incorporated with any 
Church, as toexclude me from, and render meun- 
capable of holding Communion with other 
Churches; I was never ſtrongly bound. up to any 
form of Eccleſiaſtical Government, but that under 
which a pure and undefiled Religion doth flouriſh, 
and that which contains and really practiſes Holi- 
neſs, and advances the Kingdom of God in the 
World, that can I approve of, and willingly livg 
under, were to live. 

I did approve of the ancient and preſent form 
of Civil Government, Engliſp Monarchy ; I am. 
fully ſatisfy'd with, and do alſo declare, that ir is 
not warrantable for any Subject to take, up. Arms 


againſt, and reſiſt their lawful 'Sovereigns and 


rightful 
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rightful Princes : and therefore had I not been 
convinced by ſeveral things that I have read and 
heard, to believe that the late Duke of Monmoath 
was the Legitimate Son of his Father Charles the 
Second, I had never gone into his Army, judging 
that without this I could not be freed from the 
guilt of Rebellion, which I always reſolved to | 
keep my ſelf clear from : And tho his Father de- 
ny'd he was marry'd to his Mother , I chought it 
might. be anſwered with this; That kings and 
Princes, for State-reaſons, often- cannot be fathom- 
ed by their Subjects, affirming and denying things 
which otherwiſe they would not do, and make 
even their natural affections to truckle and ſtoop 
thereto. I exhort all to abhor all treaſonable 
Plots, and pretences of all Rebellion, with the 
higheſt Deteſtation, and to take the plain Text of 
Sacred Scipture to walk by, in honouring 'and ©6- 
beying, and living in ſabjeCtion to rightful Kings, 
and not readily to receive, or ſuddenly to be im- 
preſs'd with evil Reports and Defamations, of 
them, alſo not raſhly to bz Propagators of the 
ſame. | | 

I defire God to forgive all mine Enemies, and 
to give me an heart to forgive them, which are 
many, {ome mighty, and all moſt malicious : Par- 
ticularly Barter of Liſnel, who betrayed me, and 
proved ſucha Traytor to James D. of Monmouth 
his old and intimate Friend. I am gprievouſly 
afflicted that -I ſhould prove the occaſion of the 
great ſufferings of ſo many Perſons and Families : 
But this hath fallen under the Juſt and wiſe 
ordering of Divine Providence, as Davids going 
to Abimelech, when he proved the occaſion of the

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Death of all the Perſons, Men , Women, and: 


Children in the City : But who ſhall ſay unto God, 
What doſt thou? The care of my moſt dear Wife 
and a great many Children, I caſt upon God,who 
] hope wiil be better than the beſt of Husbands un- 
to her, and the beſt of Fathers unto them : God 


knows how juſt and legal Right my Wife hath un-, 


to her Eſtate; to him therefore I commit her, to 
defend her from the violence and oppreſſion of 
men; particularly from a moſt inhumane and un- 
natural Brother : But no wonder if he will lay 
violent hands pon his Siſters Eitate, that hath fo 
often Jaid them on his own Father. I die a deeply 
humbled, ſelf-judging and ſelf-condemning Sin- 
ner, loathing and abhorring my many and great 
Iniquities, and my ſelf for them, earneſtly defiring 
full Redemption from the bonds of Corruprion, 
under which I have groaned ſo many years, longs

thirſting for a perfect diffuſion of hisGrace through 
all the Powers and Facnlties of my Soul, panting 
after perfect ſpiritual Life and Liberty, anda 
conſummate Love to my deareſt Jeſus, who is an 
All-comprehenſive Good, and to be ſatisfied with 
his Love for ever : A vigorous and vehement Zeal 
for the Proteſtant Religion, with a Belief I had of 
the Dukes Legitimacy, hath involved me in this 
ignominious Death; yet bleſſed be God, that by 
ſincere Repentance and true Faith in the Blood of 
Jeſus, there is paſſage fromit to a glorious eternal 
Life, and from theſe bitter Sorrows to the fulneſs

lemical Books concerning them here. I greatly 
deplore and bewall the greedy Appetite, and in- 
fatiable Thirſt, that Profeſling Proteſtants have 
after the Blood of their Brethren, and the high 
pleaſure they take in the effuſion thereof, But 
what will not Men do, when they are either Judici- 


ally blinded, or. their ſecular worldly Intereſt ine 


ſenſibly inſinuates and winds it ſelf into their Re- 
ligion , 1s ſo twiſted and incorporated. with it, 
that it animates and a&ts it, is the Life and Soul, 
the vital Form and Power, and made wholly ſub- 
ſervient thereunto ? | 

F bleſs God for all my Sufferings, and paxticu- 
larly for this laſt ; for the benefit and fruic of ir, 
by God's ſanCtifying of them to me, have-been 
great ; hereby 1 have been effectually Th” 
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of the Vanity of the World, .and my;own ſin- 
fulneſs by nature and practice, and to ſee that to 
be ſiti which I never ſaw before; and to be more 
throughly humbled for what I know to be in, 
not only of Commiſſion, but of Omiſſion alſo : 
Hereby I have been brought to a more thorough, 
deep, inward ſenſe and feeling of. the abſolute ne- 
ceſſity of the righteouſneſs of Chriſt to juſtifie me, 
and he hath been made much more dear and pre- 
cious to my Soul, than ever he was before. Hereby 
my Soul hath been more refin*d from the Droſsof 
ſenſuality, wrought into a more Heavenly Frame, 
raifed up to a higher pitch of Spirituality ; here- 
by Iam made more meek and humble,and ſo judge 
more charitably of others that difter from me in 
Opinion and Judgment : ſo though by Gods moſt 
righteous Judgment I have been apprehended, and 
molt juſtly and deſervedly undergo this Suffering 
for my Sins, yet I hope they have wrought for me 
a far more exceeding and eternal weight of Glo- 
ry, fitting and preparing me, making me-a better 
qualified Subject for, and far more meet to.be a 
Partaker of the ſame, By the Grace and Strength 
of God, 1 will not purchaſe my Life by the Death' -

{mall, deſpicable and contemptible to me. in com- 
pariſon thereof, being infinicely contained and 
comprehended therein : Shall my Soul claſp and 
cling about theſe mortal and periſhing things ! 
Shall it cleave and be glued to them ? Shall it be 
confin'd and captivated into what is kept in the 
narrow bounds of Time,and in this lower YVorld ?

The behaviour and dying words of Mr. Gatchill

H E ſaid Mr. Gatchill was a Conſtable of the 

Hundred ; he was ſurprized by a Party of the 
Dukes, and ſhewed a Warrant to bring in Provi- 
f10ns and other Neceſlaries for the uſe of the Ar- 
my, which if he had not obeyed , was threatned 
to havc his Houſe burnt ; ſo that he was obliged to 
do what he did for his own Preſervation. But 
this was not ſufficient, for- being found Guilty , 


he looked on the People, and ſaid , A poprloxs 
Town, God bleſs it. Juſt before he was Executed, 
he ſpake, That the Crime be was Accuſed of , and 
Condemned for, was High Treaſon ;, but be _ z0t

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was Executed, As he was drawn to Execution, 
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know himſelf to be Guilty of it ;, and that what be did 


he was forced to do..... And further ſaid, 1 am ſo 


well known to you,, that I do verily believe you have 


Charity to think. that what I ſpeak, is true. As for 
the Niceties of the Law , I do not well underſtand 
them. And much more to the ſame Effect he 
ſpake. And ſo after Prayer with his ſuffering 
Brother, Mr. Simon Hamling, he was Executed. 


There was alſo Executed at Taunton Mr. Hacker, 
a very worthy Gentleman of that Town. He had 
ſome ill Friends in the Duke's Army, that caſt 
Aſperſions on him, as though he was the Perſon 
that was a Traytor to the Duke, by firing a 
Piſtol in Sedgmoor ; but I have ſtriftly examined. 


many on that Point, and can find it to be nothing 


but the worſt of an Enemies Malice, te wound 
him after his Death in his Reputation , which he 
always valued highly when living. To be ſhort;

Crown to {ixteen thouſand Grinea's; Any Tooth 
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good Barber. Divers Liſts being ſent up, and the 
Rewards fſſertain'd, which amongſt many of 
them put together , did. amount. to confiderable 
Sums. So that it was now, who could find a 
Friend to relieve his diſtreſſed Relations, which 
were forced to wander up and down in Caves and 
Deſarts, for fear of being taken > But this Miſ- 
fortune attended the Agents , that unleſs my 
Lord Chancellour were uſed by his Creatures 
that were allowed by him ſo to do, other Appli- 
cations commonly met with Diſappointments. 

Thus have we given you an Account of what 
happened in the Weſt (in: the Year 85.) being 
in every Point truth; we ſhall next give a ſhort 
rouch of the Civilities the poor Sufferers received 
from the City of Exo, which deſerves an ever- 
laſting Remembrance : Moſt forts of Proviſions , 
as hot Broth, boyld Meat, roaſt Meat , divers 
forts of Pies,were daily ſent into the Priſon ; the 
Perſons that ſent them unknown to them. Alſo 
if any Perſon was ſick , there ſhould be a Nurſe 
to attend him; alſo a Phyſician and Chyrurgion 
to attend, when occaſion was. *Tis ſaid, He 
that giveth to the Poor , lendeth ta the Lord; the 
Lord Return them an hundred fold. 

Thus Reader,by the help of God, we are come to 
an end of our long Fozrney,from the year 1678. to 
1655. Inewayall along has been full of gzre and 
blooa, and therefore no wonder if the Wheels have 
driven ſomewhat heavily.” Twill be worth thy while 
as well as mine, to look back on the different Sra- 
ges we have taken, which is one of the greateſt plea-

' Trials of cruel Mockings and Sconrgings, were eX- 
_ Pos*d in the Pilory, 'and worſe than whipe to death, 


tho? ſometimes even that not thought ſufficient, 
without a&zal Aſſaſſination. 

Upon the intire review of all this dreadful Scene 
of Blood and Horror,cſpecially that rejating to the 
WeſternAfﬀairs,what can be a more natural and uſe- 
ful RefletHon, than for us hence to learn, by wounds 
of our own, yet green and bleeding, the true, undn- 
ſembled kindneſs of prevailing Popery,and Popiſh 
Councils,and what all Proteftants,of what character _ 


or denomination ſoever,muſt expect thence, when 


rampant and powerful? How can we chooſe but ſee, 


_ unleſs we have winkt our felves quite blind , that 


the Hand of the ſame Joabhas been in all this? That 
*twas the famous D. of T. who was at firſt as deep 
in Godfrey's Murther, as in the Fire of London; the 
ſame who was at Helm all along after, and as good 
as manag'd the Executioners Axes and Halters for 
ſo many years. "Twas he who was ſo near at E/- 
ſex's murther, and who hindred ſo carefully my 
L.. Riſſel from his pardon ; who was the Staff, the 
Hope, the Moſes, the Gideon of the Popiſh Plot and 
Party, and the eager and inveterate Enemy to the 
very Naie of a true Proteſtant. He who ſhew'd ſo 
much Mercy to the poor Weſt-Conntry Men, Women 

and 
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and Children,deſtroying fo many hundreds in cold 
Blood, and hardly ſparing one man that cou'd write + 
and read,by his L.CThiet:Hangman Jeffreys. Laſtly, 
He who was falling upon his own beſt Friends, who 
are now ſenſible they lov'd him to a Fault,and car- 
ried their Loyalty to ſuch a heighth for his Service, 
as is now better forgotten, ſince no Party can en- 
tirely clear themſelyes even of that Imputation, He 
who fell upon them, and our Religion and Laws, 
and whatever was dear to ns, with the greateſt and 
molt open violence; and becanfe he cou'd not have - 
his Will,and be a French Xing in England, reſolv'd 
to leave us to the mercy of his own «zkenne''d Irifh, 
and goto France to be there as abſolute a Slave as i 
he here wou'd have made us. And yet this is the i 
ſelf-ſame Perſon whom ſome are yet ſo zealous for, 
and think they han't yet had enough of him.

God /iucerely and in good earneſt that we may now, if occaſion 


be, defend our Religion and Liberties with onr Swords, which 
they cou'd only do by laying down their Lives. . 
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
